So Say Postmaster Campbell and 
Association of Commerce 
Men, Who Hail Vote 
with Joy. 


The proposed new Chicago postofiice to be 
located on the west side now is an assured 
thing. Action in Washington yésterdey 
makes it certain congress will appropriate 
$1,250,000 for a site for the building, and prep- 
arations for securing a suitable location are 
now to be made without delay. 

The amount settled upon for the purchase 
of the site wae a compromise reached in the 
conference of the committees of the house 
and senate on the postoffice appropriation 
bill. The amount asked for was $1,500,000, 
but the bill met with extreme opposition, 
and the Chicago representatives who were on 
the ground working for the measure were 
glad to obtain as much as they did. A satis- 
factory site, it is believed, can be purchased 
for $1,250,000. 

At a night session the sebate adopted the 
conference report and the house is expected 
to agree to it at its session on Monday. 

An appropriation for the postoffice building 
will be sought from congress next winter. 


Relief for Packed Streets. 

The establishment of the west side branch— 
which in reality will be the main receiving 
and distributing office of the Chicago postal 
system—is hailed as a permanent solution of 
the vexed problem of the transportation of 
the mail through the streets of the city. 

According to general opinion a retrograde 
step was taken when the department decided 
to abandon the transportation through the 
bores of the Illinois Tunnel company and re- 
turn to the use of wagons in the streets. With 
the headquarters on the west side the down- 
town streets will be relieved almost entirely 
of the mail wagon traffic. It also will relieve 


an intolerably crowded condition existing.

Medavim entered congress with this 
Sr tippermost. in his mind, and determined 
to win this great improvement for his home 
city and for the west side which he more 
particularly represents. He hammered away 
in public speeches, and conducted a private 
campaign of proselyting among civic or- 
ganizations and members of congress. Last 
fall he began pushing the scheme more 
earnestly than ever. He laid the matter 
before the ways and means committee of the, 
Association of Commerce, which voted to co- 
operate with him in every way possible. 


Victory Surprises Campbell. 

Postmaster Campbell arrived in the city 
from New York and Washington in the 
afternoon and was greeted with the news 
of the appropriation. 

“This is better news than I had hoped 
for,“ said Mr. Campbell. It will be a great 
thing for Chicago and one that will be fully 
appreciated by the public by the time the 
new station is open for business. 

“Chicago is under great obligations to 
Congressman McGavin, Senator Hopkins, 
and other members of the tocal delegation 
in congress for this important benefit. For 
$1,250,000 we ought to be able to purchase 
an excellent site. Roughly speaking, we 
have figured that this location should be 
somewhere between Halsted and Canal 
streets and Van Buren and Lake streets. 
That would give us a central location, from 
which all the railway stations could be 
reached conveniently and without traversing 
the congested loop district. 


Main Office for Mail. 

“The west side station is planned to be 
the main office for incoming and outgoing 
mail, To that station all mail will be trans- 
ported directly from the railway trains and 
there distributed to the various Chicago sub- 
stations In Uke manner all mail collected 
for places outside the city will go to the 
west side and then be transported to the 
traine. 

The executive offices of the service will 
remain in the Federal building, ae will the 
main station for the loop district, including 
the general delivery.“ , 

Mr. Campbell said thet no time will be 
lost in taking advantage of the appropria- 
tion as soon as it becomes available. The 
secretary of the treasury will advertise for 
bide for a site within a given territory. The 
bids are expected to indicate a site, a part 
of which at least may be purchased at a rea- 
sonable figure. Then the remainder of the 
gite can be obtained by condemnation pro- 
ceedings.

Hoboken, N. J., Justice Admits 
That He Tied Knot. 


MUST PAY STATE FINE\OF 850 


But $500 Fee for Ceremony Quiets 
His Troubled Conscience. 


New York, May 23.—[{Special.}—Definite 
confirmation of the fact that Anna Gould, the 
divorced wife of Count Boni de Castellane, 
was the bride of Prince Helie de Sagan when 
they sailed for Europe on April 11, aboard dit- 
ferent steamships, was given tonight by W. 
C. Budenbender, the Hoboken justice of the 
peace who officiated at their marriage. 

With great reluctance Justice Budenbender 
admitted that he had tied the knot under a 
pledge of the greatest secfecy, and that, to 
keep this, he had been prevented from mak- 
ing a report of the wedding to the Hoboken 
board of health in thirty days, as le required 
by the state law. 

It is now he acknowledged the act thir- 
teen days overdue. 


Fine Doesn’t Worry Him. 

Having the certainty of a fine of $50 staring 
him in the face because of his failure to 
obey the marriage statute, he has been 
anxious to send the record to the clerk of 
vital statistics of Hoboken, but has been 
urged from time to time not to do so by a 
lawyer who aided in the performance of the 
ceremony. 

He admitted, however, that he will not be 
a heavy loser financially because of his vio- 
lation of the law. The fee paid to him for 
uniting the prince and Mme. Gould was $500, 
the largest that has ever been given to any 
of the marrying justices and enn of 
Hoboken. 

May Announce It Soon. 

Just when the record of the wedding would 
be legally filed he was unable to say. He 
expressed the hope that the obstacles in the 
way of his doing to would be removed during 
the coming week. 

That Prince Helie and his bride are not yet 
in the mood to have the formal announce- 
ment of their alliance made was evidenced 
by the manner in which De Sagan acted 
when he was questioned at his apartments 
in Paris by &@ correspondent. When in- 
formed that the story of the wedding in 
Hoboken had leaked out he became red in 
the face, turned sharply on his heel and 
walked away, absolutely refusing to say 4

Stole Out Through Kitchen. 


Everything had been arranged several days 
in advance by the legal agent, with the 
idea of making the marriage as late as pos- 
sible. About 10 o’clock at night Mme. Gould 
and the prince, who were at the St. Regis, 
slipped through the kitchen and entered the 
waiting vehicles. They were driven directly 


ing with two witnesses whom he had pro- 
vided. Just as soon as the couple were ush- 
ered into his presence and introduced to him 
he began to ask the questions which are pro- 
vided under the state law. 

Among the questions asked by the justice 
was one which required Prince Helie to de- 
part a trifle from the rigid road oftruth. The 
Jersey law requires. that one of the parties 
to a marriage shall be a resident of the state. 

Prince Helie conformed with the. provi- 
sion, telling the Justice that he “lived” in 
Jersey. but the ‘squire would not tell tonight 
where thie mythical residence of De Sagan 
was located. 

Is Bure He Tied It Tight. 


Justice Budenbender, on his part, while 
refusing to say just where the prince claimed 
his abode, said. You can be perfectly safe 
in saying that when I perform a marriage, 
it ig strictly legal, and no matter of suing 
will bring an annulment.” 

But a short time elapsed after the mar- 
riage had been solemnized until the prince 
and the newly made princess parted, not to 
meet again until they reached the other side 
of the Atlantic. 


GOULDS RECONCILED TO HELIE?P 


PARIS, May 28.—The report that there was 
a secret marriage between Prince Helie de 
Gagan and Mme. Gould at Hoboken on the 
eve of their departure from America ie die- 
credited here. The prince categorically de- 
nied this before going to Italy to join Mme. 
Gould, and since the arrival of the couple in 
Paris their sole purpose apparently has been 
Girected to clearing the way for a speedy 
wedding. 
Mme. Gould has made clear her irrevocable

Court Questions Unsophisticated 


Witness as to Honest Work’ 
Selling Drinks. 


“The saloons that harbor women—that 
lead them into evil wass, while paying them 
a percentage on the drinks they take in com- 
pany of men, are more to blame for the white 
slave traffic on the north side than any other 


element.“ declared Municipal Judge Judson 
F. Going at the adjournment ‘of. court at 


East Chicago avenue. yesterday. 

He just had finished a stinging reprimand 
to John Mueller, a saloonkeeper at 170 Huron 
street. Mueller had paid the fine of a wom- 
an arrested for walking the streets and ac- 
costing men. She was not a white slave. She 
was old and hardened. But the moral was 
obvious. 

It is men Hke you who make Chicago dis- 
reputable,” said the judge. When you make 
it easier for her you are forming a conspiracy. 
If this woman is found in your saloon you 
will be brought before me for keeping a die- 
orderly house.“ 

Girl Sold by Soldier. .« 

The judge is particularly interested in a 
case against Saloonkeeper Max Schreiber. at 
116 Wells street, who was arrested the other 
day on the charge of keeping a disorderly 
house after Catherine Reinwaud, a girl from 
Marshfield, Wis., told how she had been 
brought to the saloon by a soldier from Fort 
Sheridan, induced to hang around the saloon 
for the commissions she would make on 
drinks, and evidently had been sold to the 
saloonkeeper by the soldier. 

The case against Schreiber will be tried 
before Judge Blake in the Criminal court next 
month. 

“This girl,“ said the judge, “is unques- 
tionably honest» Some girls wouldn't be 
given credence in court, but she was simple 
and ingenuous. Twenty years old, never 
away from home in her tife, the exact type 
of a country girl described in an editorial this 
morning in Tur TI SUN, she had left her 
home in Marshfield, Wis., last October to go 
to visit her sister in Highwood.” 


Judge Draws Out the Story. 

The rest of the story is told in the examina- 
tion of the girl by the judge, which was as 
follows: 

Q.—Who was it you met at Fort Sheridan? 
A.—Walter Peters. 

Q.—Whet is his business? 
soldier. 

Q.—Where did you first meet him? A.—On the 
first bridge at Sheridan road, at Fort Sheridan. 

Q.—Were you alone? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Who suggested your coming to Chicago“ 
Ane tclé me he would take me déwn, and if 
I wanted to get work I could get it at any time. 

Q.—What kind of work were you and he talking 
about? AI had intended to go to regular work 
—housekeeping work. 

What kind of work were you talking about 
when you came here? A.—I was to stay around 
awhile at 116 Wells street until I got more ac- 
quainted. 

Q.—Whom were you staying with at 116 Wells 
street? A.—I was to stay with Max Schreiber 
until I wanted to work. 

She Believed It Honest. 

Then the girl went of to tell in her in- 
genuous way that she was to become ac- 
quainted with men. She admitted she did not 
like the place, but she had made up her mind 
that was the only way she could start t» 
work—meaning honest employment. 

Q.—How did you get to Max Schreiber’s place? 
A.—The soldier took me there. 

Q.—When? A.—On April 26. 

Q—Who paid your fare to Chicago? A.—I paid 
it myself. 

Q.—Was Max there when you got there? 1 — Tes 

Q.—What did Walter Peters say to Max when he 
first went in? A.— Walter first went over alone 
to see the saloonkeeper and I went over at ii 
o’ clock. 

Q.—Where were you when Walter went over to 
see him? A.—At the hotel, across the street from

Q.—How long was Peters in Max’s place while 
you were at the hotel? A.—From 9 to 11. We 
got into Chicago at 9 o'clock a Sunday night. 

Then She Became Fixture. 

She told the court of remaining at the hotel 
with Peters that night and said that Peters 
told her she should go over in the morning 
and talk matters over with Max Schreiber. 
The next day she became one of the fixtures 
at the saloon, as shown by ‘he following 
dialogue: 

Q.—How long were you there before you saw 
Max? A. —I zaw him as soon as I came in; 1 


asked for him. P 

Q.—What did he say? A.—He asked me if I 
was going to do him a favor and entertain all the 
fellows I could. I said yes. He said he would 
give me tickets for every drink I would take with 


a fellow. 

Q.—What did you do next? A.—I sat there and 
waited until a fellow came in and asked for a 
drink. and I had a drink with him. 


Her Paltry Profit. 

Then the girl told how she had taken men 
to the hotel across the street and how Max 
Schreiber cashed her tickets. 

How much credit do you get on the tickets? 
A.—Fifteen cente on the dollar. 

Q.—How much have your checks netted you for 
your commission on drinks? A.—Somewhere about 
10. 

: The girl said her real name was Catherine 
Reinwaud, that she always was a good girl 
before she came to Chicago. When arrested 
she was living with the plano player at 
Schreiber’s, a man named Sells, to whom 
she expected to be married. She is 20 years 
old and now is at the Beulah home, in North 
Clark street. Billy Green. another young 
girl, but less unsophisticated, who was ar- 
rested at the same time, was at the same 
saloon. She also was getting money oan 
checks.

They frankly 
admitted they were there for the purpose of 
making a living and were on the lookout for 
detectives.

HISTORIC FACT. 


RICH IN 


Proposal Will Be Presented at Next 
Session of. Legislature. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Starved Rock, III., May 23:—f{Special.]—Be- 
tween trips of exploration to the top of 
Starved Rock, the ancient site of La Salle's 
old Fort St. Louis and of Father Marquette’s 
first mission among the Flint Indians, to Lov- 
ers’ Leap and to the beautiful little cafions 
branching off from the flooded Illinois river, 
the explorers of the Chicago Geographical 
society found time to-plan for serious work 
next fall. 

At the suggestion of Prof. W. F. Rocheleau, 
members of the party will constitute them- 
selves a committee to lay before the society 
a plan for having the state of Illinois take 
over historic Starved Rock and the beauti- 
ful vicinity for a large state park. 


Societies to Co-operate. 

The cotperation of the Illinois Historical 
society and the Chicago Historical society, as 
well as several patriotic organizations, will 
be asked in the plan to present the proposal 
to the legislature at the next session. 

‘Starved Rock and the immediate sur- 
roundings are richer in historic fact than 
any spot drained by the great Illinois river 
and its branches, declared Prof. Rocheleau 
in relating the history of the spot to the 
party last night. But with all its historic 
associations, closely ‘bound up with the 
history of Illinois, with its memories of La 
Salle, Marquette, and Tonti, nothing ever 
has been done to commemorate the great 


rock. It is a place little known, and I have 


found many school children, as well as their 
teachers, who do not know whether Starved 
Rock, the tomb of the last remnant of the 
Great Illini tribe, is in Illinois, Ohio. or In- 
diana. No greater work could be done than 
to give Illinols a beautiful state park on a 
spot associated. with its growth and carly 
history.“ 


Plan Causes Enthusiasm. 
plan was received with enthusiasm 
and will be proposed to the society at the first 
regular meeting next autumn. 

Almost with the sunrise today the ornithol- 
ogists in the party, armed with binoculars 
and notebooks, set out to investigate the 
feathered denizens of the region.

Are Toasted Together. 


TWO COUNTRIES CONTRASTED

One Hundred Present at Feast Given 
at Auditorium Annex.

One hundred men of Britieh birth or de- 
scent gathered last night at the second an- 
nual Empire day banquet of the Brit- 
ish Empire atsociation of Chicago at the 
Auditorium Annex, 

Judge Charles 8: Cutting, who spoke on 
“The United States of America,” was intro- 
duced by the toastmaster, Judge Jesse Hol- 
dom as Almost a Brittsher because he had 
been born in Vermont within three miles 
of the Canadian line. 

The judge resented the imputation that 
the accident of his birth made him any the 
less an American. 

The Americanism that runs up to the 
forty-fifth parallel of lattitude,’’ he said, “ is 
just as strong, just as intensely American as 
that of any other part of the country.“ 


Judge Cutting Talks. 


Judge Cutting declared that the people of 
this country and of England spcke the same 
language and if they didn't it was the fault 
of England and not of the United States. 

“When an American, speaking the lan- 
guage that his ancestors spoke when they 
came over from England centuries ago, 
goes across the water he is told that he has 
somewhere on his person a thing they call 
a Yankee twang,’ said the judge. But the 
Cockney, who speaks a language that no one 
but another Cockney can understand, goes 
unchallenged, as does the Yorkshireman, 
who speaks a dialect so broad that it is 
doubtful if he himself can understand it.“ 

In contrasting the countries Judge Cutting 
said: 

It is true that our history is not so long 
as that of England. We have no great 
dynasties which left their imprint on the na- 
tion; no families that for centuries have 
made our history. But we have men whose 
names bring a response of honor and respect 
wherever they are spoken.” 


Tells of Unrest in India. 

The Rev. David Beaton of the University 
of Chicago addressed the gathering on The 
Britis Empire.“ He spoke of present con- 
ditions of unrest in India and said that the 
cause of this unrest was the fact that Eng- 
land had not been afraid to educate the con- 
quered people and to spread among them 
ideas of liberty. 

President Roosevelt and King Edward VII. 
were placed on an equal footing as forces 
tending to maintain the peace of the world 
by the Rev. James 8. Stone, pastor of St. 
James Episcopal church, speaking on The 
Empire and the Republic.” He said that the 
empire is really so much like a republic and 
the republic so much like an empire that it 
is doubtful if the names would not be more 
appropriete if exchanged. 

„ Both have been seized by the spirit of 
impertalism,’’ he said, “and both have great 
parallel destinies.” 

Toast to the President. 

The dinner was opened by an invocation by 
the Rev. Alford W. Griffin. John Crerar, 
president of the association, introduced the 
toastmaster, who started the speaking by 
proposing toasts to President Roosevelt and 
King Edward. Songs were sung by William 
Balster and R. E. Sibley, the audience join- 
ing in the choruses. Today is Empire day, 
being the eighty-ninth anniversary of the 
birth of Queen Victoria, but owing to its be- 
ing Sunday the celebration was held last 


night.

LLOYD J. SMITH BANKRUPT: 
SEEKS RELIEF FROM DEBTS. 


Former Grain Dealer and Politician, 
Once Accused of Fraud and Acquitted, 
Would Make a New Start. 


Lloyd J. Smith, prominent in politics and on 
the board of trade until a charge of fraud was 
brought against him unsuccessfully. in 1900, 
yesterday filed a petition in bankruptcy. His 
wife also asks to be freed from debts. 

Smith's debts, all unsecured, ameunt to 
$11,419 and hie assets are stated to be $246. 
Mrs. Sadie H. Smith, his wife, schedules 
debts amounting 
$1,185. Attorney J. R. Custer, who defended 
Smith in 1900, is the creditor holding the 
largest claim against hi. 
for $2,500. 

Smith eight years ago was in business for 
himself, reputed to be a rich man, prom- 
inent on the board of trade, and a leader in 
Lake View republican politics. Now he isa 
salesman and lives at 1549 Sheridan road, a 
short way from the mansion he once owned 
and lived in at 1825 Sheridan road. He has 
$8.50 in cash on hand, according to his peti- 
tion, and his bank deposit. amounts to but 
$2.85. The petition says he owns $117.50 
worth of househould goods, and these things 
constitute his total assets. Most of the lia- 
bilities are for small sums borrowed and for 
merchandise purchased for household use. 
Mrs. Smith’s liabilities are stated to be ofa 
similar nature. Her cash on hand is said to 
be $1.45. She owns household goods valued 


at $784 and books. pictures, etc., worth 6800. 


When Smith's troubles began he was in 
business at 145 Van Buren street. His firm 
was Lloyd J Smith & Co., dealers in grains. 
Following an investigation in 1900 he was in- 
dicted six times by a grand jury on the 
charge of shipping grain without canceling 
the warehouse receipts. He was first tried 
in September of that year before Judge Hol- 
dom. The jury disagreed. 

Smith, when tried & second time in 
and November of 1900, was freed er the 
charges against him when a jury decided that 
he was not guilty.

Meet in Court After Battle with 
Finger Nails and Fists. 


EX-POLICEMAN MAN IN CASE. 


Tires of Woman with Whom He Eloped 
Whea-Her Money Is Gone.

The milk dealer gave 
the note to Policeman Hennessy, who went 
to the flat and saw Mrs. Jennings waving a 
handkerchief as a signal of distress out of 
a third story window.

CORONER TRIES TO IDENTIFY 
_ THE BODIES OF FOUR MEN. 


One Murdered, Another Drowned, Third 
a Suicide, and Fourth Dropped Dead 
from Heart Disease. 


Efforts to establish the identity of four 
dead men is being made by the ceroner’s of- 
fice, which sent out descriptions of the bodies 
yesterday afternoon in the hope of reaching 
friends or relatives. 

One of the bodies was found near West 
Hammond on May 13, and is that of a man be- 
lieved to have been mrurdered. A second is 
a suicide. who made every effort to hide his 
identity. The third was picked up in the 
drainage canal.

The man known as Autust.“ whose last 
name may be Muller, was 5 feet 7 inches tall, 
weighed 160 pounds, and had gray hair.

tions, abandoned every rule which the ex- 
perience of civilized nations has shown to be 
essential to an honest judicial inquiry. 


Favorable Witnesses Kept Out. 

To show the judicial fairness with which 
the examinations were conducted.“ continues 
the message, examinations in a manner 
in which, as declared by the committee, su- 
perintendents were on trial and were entitled 
to the services of counsel, note, as above 
stated, not only that counsel was denied to 
superintendents but that no cross examina-

not unaware of the high prerogatives of the 
legislative branch of government, and par- 
ticularly of its powers to inquire into the 
conditions of our state institutions. 


No Objection to Honesty. 


Fo the exercise ot that authority I should 
not dream of offering the slightest objection, 
and should gladly avail myself of the valu- 
able information which an investigation of 
our state institutions, honestly conducted, 
is capable of gathering, and of the wise sug- 
gestions based thereon which an investiga- 
ing committee should be able to furnish for 
official and public enlightenment. 

“But grave as are the powers and pre- 
rogatives bestowed. upon the legislative 
branch of the government by the constitu- 
tion there are equally grave and imperative 
duties and responsibilities imposed by that 
instrument upon the executive. One of these 
is te acquaint the general assembly from 
time to time with the conditions and con- 
duct of the administrative branch of the 
state's business of which the conduct of our 
state institutions is one of the principal fea- 
tures. fees 


Hot Scorching for Committee. 


It is this consideration which has impelied 
me to place before you this message, for I 
should feel myself derelict to my duty as 
governor of the state did I permit the gen- 
eral assembly or the public to be decetved 
by the mass of misrepresentation which has 
been submitted to your honorable body by the 
investigating committee. 

J do not wish to close this message with- 
out once more uttering my protest against its 


facts in its pretended portrayal of conditions

Warrants Issued, Poles Seized. 


A formal notification was not sufficient. 
The engineers felt secure in the promise that 
the permit would be changed without protest. 
Half a dozen of the poles had been set when 
Chief Knipping went before Justice of the 
Peace Lehmann and obtained John Doe war- 
rants for the arrest of the men. Upon his 
approach, however, they fied, leaving the 
poles to their fate. 

This proved to be practically confiscation 
by the police. The long poles were loaded 
on wagons and carried to the village station, 
where they were piled, awaitng an adjust- 
ment of the difficulty. Yesterday Charles 
G. Rush, an engineer representing the san- 
itary district, appeared before Justice Leh- 
mann with a request that he be allowed to 
return of the poles to Twelfth street. 

This was denied, and he was told that the 
sanitary district would not be allowed to 
erect poles anywhere except in Sixteenth 
street, where the grant gave it that au- 
thority. The engineer gave up his efforts in 
this direction and will report his troubles to 
the legal department of the drainage board 
tomorrow. 


Obstacle in Town of Cicero. 

The second obstacle that confronts tho 

builders of the pole line was encountered’ 
last Wednesday, when Attorney Ross E. 
Hall, representing the Grant Land associa- 
tion, which owns property along Twelfth 
street in the town of Cicero. petitioned for 
an injunction to restrain the district from 
erecting its poles in that street. 
The matter was referred to Master in 
Chancery Sigmund Zeisler for hearing, and 
the arguments upon the motion were not 
closed until yesterday, when Mr. Zeisler 
took 8 adviseemnt. 

If this obstacle is cleared away by a de- 
nial of the injunction, a hope bela by the 
attorney8 of the board, who declare that a 
grant from the tomn is not necessary, in view 
of its authority from the state, there still 
remains the attitude of the village.

‘Congressional Interference at Panama. 


The appropriation for the Panama canal 
is a lump sum as a matter of necessity. 
The rate of expenditure is left absolutely 
to the discretion of the president of the 
United States and by him is intrusted to 
the discretion of the secretary of war. The 
accounts are all audited carefully, but it 
is manifestly imposaible for congress to 
regulate the details of expenditures. Ex- 
actly the same course was pursued as has 
been followed in the case of public improve- 
ments in the United States. Congress ap- 
propriates a lump sum for the building of 
a breakwater or the deepening of a harbor 
and leaves it to the engineering department 
of the army to do the work in the best way 
possible with the money provided. 

Secretary Taft made personal appeals to 
the chairman of the appropriations commit- 
tee and to influential members of the 
house, and he was backed up by the presi- 
dent. They both declared that conditions 
on the isthmus were such that it would geri- 
ously interfere with the progress of the work 
to attempt to regulate wages there upon 
the basis of those paid in this country.

Attorney 
General Bonaparte officially declared that 
the sole result of such a section would be to 
put an end to numerous prosecutions of land 
thieves and others now actually going on 
under his department. He explained that he 
had no bureau in his department fitted to 
carry on investigations of a criminal char- 
acter and the law prohibited his employing 


Vany private detectives for any purpose what- 


soever. 
Cannon Ignores White House. 

President Roosevelt finally wrote a per- 
sonal letter to Speaker Cannon on this sub- 
ject, but it was ignored absolutely. The 
house passed one amendment after a pre- 
vious one had been ruled out on a point of 
order. The senate promptly threw out the 
section, largely on account of a letter writ- 
ten by Secretary Cortelyou to Senator All- 
son explaining that the operation of the 
limitation devised by Chairman Tawney 
would not only stop the prosecution of the 
land thieves, of which the Harriman railroads 
were the most notable. but would prevent the 
use of the trained agents of the secret service 
on all outside investigations, even in the 
treasury department itself.

FORAKER'S PLANS FAIL.

justice and by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, but congress, on the eve of a presi- 
dential campaign, is unwilling to repeal the 
law, which was born of the public agitation 
of two years ago. 

Senator Elkins of west Virginia deemed 
the matter of such importance that he w- 
troduced a resolution in the senate pend- 
ing the penalty feature of the law until its 
constitutionality could be determined. That 
the department of justice was in sympathy 
with this move was shown by the statement 
it issued announcing that it would institute 
proceedings for the enforcerhent of the law 
in order thet a pt determination of the 
question of its constitutionality by the Zu- 
preme court of the United States could be 
obtained. 

The interstate commerce commission, to 
which the Elkins resolution was referred, ap- 
proved it. The senate has not had a chance 
to register ita will with respect to the resolu- 
tion, but it did vote upon the Foraker amend- 
ment, A referred . rejecting it by a 
majority of 


— Sought to Evade Law. 


The brief which Mr. Spelling of Baltimore, 
chief counsel for the government in this 
matter, is preparing, is based upon informa- 
tion which he has secured from the various 
district attorneys. This information was 
called for by a circular of instruction. It 
shows the exact relations of the railroads 
throughout the country to all the mining and 
manufacturing properties which they con- 
trol. It was faund that some of the rallroads 
had endeavored to evade the plain purpose 
of the law by either forming new companies, 
of which they retained the majority of the 
stock, or by traneferring the properties to 
independent corporations and taking as se- 
curity a mortgage for 900 years. 

It is intended by the department of jus- 


tice to include in the brief to be filed at 


Philadelphia every possible phase of the con- 
stitutionality of t@e law. For this reason a 
number of railroads will be named as de- 
‘fendants. They will include the Reading, 
Jersey Central, Baltimore and Ohio, Dela- 
ware and Lackawanna, possibly the Penn- 
sylvania, and others. 

Any roads which are not within the juris- 
diction of the Circuit court at Philadelphia 
will be reached by other suite te be filed 
within their operating districts. 


Suit to Cover Many Things. 


The Philadelphia suit will be most com- 
prehensive, as it is the desire of the attor- 
mney general to bring within its compass dif- 
ferent features of this question. In the case 
of the Reading, for example, coal mines and 
railroads are owned gad operated by a hold- 
ing company, whose stock is secured by those: 
properties. 

The Delaware and Lackawanna has the 
right to own coal mines under ite charter. 
Bo have the Western Maryland railway, and 
West Virginia Central and Pittsburg rail- 
way company. In the case of the Norfolk 
and Western railroad, which owns the Poca- 
hontas field, it has guaranteed the dividends 
of the Pocahontas Coal and Coke company. 

These various facts, it is expected, will 
be recited by the brief which the govern- 
ment will file. ‘There is to be no disposition 
manifested to press the railroads harshly, 
for it is realized that a great industry is 
threatened. Last year the anthracite coal 
companies controlled by the railroads 
shipped out of the state of Pennsylvania into 
New Jersey, New York, and New England 
alone more than 60,000,000 tons of coal. 


Foraker Sees Dark Future. 


Should the law be held constitutional and 
enforced Senator Foraker believes it will 
precipitate a disaster of such extent as the 
country never before has known. 

It is believed at the capitol that after the 
campaign it will be possible to secure legis- 
lation modifying the ‘‘ commodities" pro- 
Vision. In any event, the Elkins resolution 
probably will be adopted, and perhaps it may 
be possible to get the Foraker proposition 
through the two houses. 

The administration feels, however, that 
it cannot take notice of the poesibilities of 
a repeal or modification, but must enforce 
the law as it stands. Therefore the suit 
which Mr. Bonaparte has directed counse!

General Assembly Shies at Proposed 
Ban on Hop Growing. 8 


Kansas City, Mo., May 23.— [Special. 
Thirteen presbyteries plumped overtures 
into the Presbyterian general assembly this 
morning, which caused a sensation. 

They ask the assembly to “‘ appoint a com- 
mittee of fifteen, together with the moderator, 
to consider the fermation of a concise cata- 
chism in modern phraseology for the inst ruc- 
tion of children and youth, covering the sys- 
tem of faith and practice taught in the holy 
scriptures, suitable for use in Sunday schools 
and for home instruction, intermediate be- 
tween the child’s catechism and the shorter 
catechism, and, if the way be clear to pre- 
pare a draft ot sucha catechism, report to the 
next aseembly.”’ 

Many commissioners are vigorously op- 
posed to the movement as unnecessary, as an 
attack on the doctrines of the shorter cate- 
chism, and, as a distinguished doctor of 
divinity says, “ everlasting tinkering with 
the standards of the church.“ 


Some Call It Shady Work. 

Some commissioners arg outspoken in the 
opinion that it is designed simply to appoint 
another large special committee, whose work 
would run for years, with frequent meetings 
and heavy expense. The committee would 
meet in different large cities two or three 
times a year until the work was done. 

Ancient history. was recalled by request of 
the presbytery of Chemung to drop from its

| FEES ARE WELL EARNED. 


Might Not Have Appointed Sund 
sell Had He Known How 
Long It Would Last. 


United States Circuit Court of Appeals for 
the Seventh Circuit, Chicago, May 28, 1908.— 
{Editor of The Tribune.]—Tus Trrsunp of 
last Gunday contained a statement of the 
expenses relative to the administration and 
reorganization of the north and west side 
traction companies and the Union Traction 
company into the Chicago Railways com- 
pany. I have no objection to the readers 
of Tue Trispunse knowing all about the trac- 
tion administration and reorganization, but 
I think the information should be accurate, 
and for that purpose submit this statement. 

The whole transaction is properly divisible 
into four divisions, to wit: | 3 

(a) The administration of the property. 
pending a franchise from the city, extending 
from April, 1908, to September, 1907—a period 
of four years and five months, when the fore- 
closure proceedings were inaugurated; 

(b) The foreclosure proceedings running 
from September, 1907, to Feb. 1. 1908—a period 
of between five and six months; : 

(c) The reorganizatioy that took place sub- 
sequent to Feb. 1, 1908; and 

(d) The expenses of the respective com- 
panies for which allowances were made by 
their several directories after Feb. 1, 1908. 


Court Not Responsible for All. 


Allowances and expenses, under the first 
two of these divisions, were made by the 
court, and for them the court is responsible. 
Allowances and expenses on account of re- 
organization” were made by a committee 
composed of Albert W. Keep, A. A. Sprague, 
A. C. Bartlett, Charles G. Dawes, and Charles 
H. Hulburd, and were made after the prop- 
erty passed out of the hands of the court; and 
for the allowances and expenses covered by 
assessments made by the several boards of 
directors, the court is of course not responsi- 
ble, they having been made also after the 
property passed out of its hands, and to cover, 
in some degree at least, claims for expenses 
that the court did not allow. 

Returning, then, to the items allowed by the 
court, the first of which is for the adminis- 
tration of the property pending the fran- 
chises, over a period of four years and five 
months from April, 1908, to September, 1907— 
total on account of receivers’ and counsel 
fees, $649,068.47—it should be observed that 
$112,327.86 was for the services of special 
counsel in the protracted litigation that cov- 
ered that whole period, being made up of 
fees to Henry Crawford, Davies, Stone & 
Auerbach, William G. Beale, Charles H. 
Aldrich, and Sears, Meagher & Whitney: and 
considering the nature of the litigation these 
fees are not large. Indeed, the parties in- 
volved complain that the court has cut them 
down unwarrantedly. 


Receivers and Lawyers’ Fees. 


The balance for this period ($586,730.61) 18 
at the rate of $121,523.88 a year on account of 
receivers and lawyers’ fees. When we re- 
member that the total receipts of the traction 
companies was about $11,000,000 a year; that 
the receivers took the place of the president, 
chairman of the board, and directors of the 
companies, and the counsel the place of the 
ordinary lawyers of the company; that there 
is no traction company doing that amount of 
business, even under private management, 
that is not paying its president, chairman of 
the board, and counsel more than that figure 
each year, and that the counsel fees allowed 
by the court included separate legal advisers 
to the respective interests in their contro- 
versies with each other, the reasonebleness 
of the allowances will not, I think, be dis- 
puted. And here the receivership would have 
ended had the Circuit Court of Appeais/af- 
firmed the order of the Circuit court turning 
over the property to the Chicago Railways 


company. 
Foreclosure Expenses. 


But the Circuit Court of Appeals instead 
of affirming reversed this order and thus 
made a foreclosure of the properties neces- 
sary—a foreclosure that brought in seven or 
eight trust deeds, five trustees, anda number

One word more. Something is said about 
one of the receivers (Mr. Sampsell) having 
been merely “ornamental.”

But no 
man will be f , I am sure, among the 
twenty or thirty men who were in personal 
contact with the traction transaction, who 
will say that Mr. Sampsell did not give to 
the property services that were worth all 
he received. Had I known when the. re- 
ceivership began thet it would last for five 
years and stopped to cipher out what fault 
might be found with such an appointment, I 
might not have appointed Mr. Sampsell. 
But I did not know how long the receiver- 
ship would run, and I am perhaps too little 
in the habit of looking ahead merely to 
avoid personal criticism. At any rate I am 
content with thé fact that the trust was suc- 
cessfully administered and that every man 
connected with it did his full duty.

time. The needles are divided up Into blocks 
of two, three, or five and stuck into green 
cane; while the thread is cut into short 
lengths and wrapped around bits of dried 
banana leaves and thus sold. 

In one corner of the market are the butcher 
shops. All meat ia quite cheap, but there is 
no cutting of the carcasses into steaks, chops, 
and roasts, as at home. Each butcher haé 
the dead body and entrails of one animal 
lying before him. They are usually spread 
on the bloody skin of the animal, which has 
been killed on the spot where it is sold. The 
butcher’ chops and saws off little chunks of 
meat according to order, and he cuts up the 
entrails as his customers want them. The 
demand for the latter is as great as that for 
the meat itself.

Basukumas Are Ugly.

Berlin Organ Gives Nearly Equal Credit 
to the Cecelie.

LONDON, May 28.—The Lusitania’s rec- 
ord trip may be sald to have come at the psy- 
chological moment. Several pertinent ques- 
tions had been put recently relative to the 
terme upon which the government granted a 
subsidy to the Cunard company, and it was 
“up to” the company to prove the ability 
of ite crack vessels to come up to the con- 
tract speed. 

Reports had been current that the bund- 
ers of the Lusitania and the Mauretania 
were dissatisfied with the way in which their 
ships were handled, and in the case of one of 
them it was said the builders had intimated 
a desire to take charge of the engine room 
and thus demonstrate the ability of the ves- 
pel to make its contract speed. | 

Ship Compared to German Boat. 

With the enforced laying up of the Maure- 
tania at the end of this week, the Cunard 
company seemed to be in a streak of III luck 
with the fiyers, hut happily the westward 
run of the Lusitania will take the sting out of 


the most pungent criticism. 


On the eve of this record trip the Berlin 
Leuchtthurm (the Lighthouse), the organ of 
the German shipping world, published an ar- 
ticle comparing the Lusitania to the North 
German Lloyd Cecelie, which is fitted with 
reciprocating engines as to the 
Lusitania turbines, and pointing out that 
the average performances of both veseis for 
the first seven trip practically were identical. 


Only Nineteen Knots Difference. 

The Lusitania, it is said, had a difference ot 
only nineteen knots in ite favor on the 
westward passages, and twenty-nine knots 
on the eastward despite the longer 
distance the Germa&n boat had to traverse 
and the enormous superiority in horse power 
of the Lusitania's engines. 

The Leuchtthurm laid emphasis on the 
point that a complete comparison between 
the reciprocating and the turbine engines of 
the two vessels was impossible, owing to ig- 
norance of the or 8s coal consump- 


tion. 


STEREOPTICON PHOTOGRAPHY 
TAKES A STEP FORWARD. 


Scientist Transfers Picture from Origi- 
nal Negative in New Process That 
He Hopes to Perfect. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, May 28.—Gabriel Lippman, the 
French scientist who recently announced his 
discovery of a method for photographing ob- 
jects in high relief so that the photographs 
will have the appearance of being seen 
through a stereopticon, made a notable im- 
provement on his invention this week when 
for the first time he succeeded in printing a 
number of his new photographson senstized 


paper. 

Previously it had been impossible to trans- 
fer a picture from the original negative. 
In discussing the subject, Mr. Lippman said 
the process was still slow and costly, and as 
yet it had no commercial value; he hoped, 
however, to further improve it in the near 
‘future. 

The paper on which the new photographs 
are printed has its entire surface micro- 
scopically honeycombed like the eye of the 
ordinary house fly, each micrscopic identure 
containing a complete photograph. The pic- 
ture, if examined at one point, exhibits only 
a tiny image. The sum total of these images 
forms the stereosccpic picture. 


MALE SPECIES UNNECESSARY. 


Biologist, Discovers That in Marine 
Life the Female Alone Can 
Propagate. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

PARIS. May 23.—Prof. Delage of the 
French Academy of Sciences, who last year 
aroused the interest of the scientific world 
by the artificial fertilization of the eggs of 
sea urchins, has unfolded plans for an inter- 
national biological station at Roscoff, Finis- 
tére. The leading scientific bodies of Europe 
and America will be invited to participate 
in the foundation and send representatives 
to Roscoff to carry on the work of research. 

Prof. Delage, with a small subventionm of 
the French government increased by private 
contributions, has already established at 
Roscoff what is considered the first biological 
laboratory in Europe. 

Speaking of his recent observations there 
Prof. Delage said he is now convinced that 
for a wide series of marine life the male ani- 
mal js unnecessary for the propagation of the 
species. Notably in the case of the sea 
urchin the male merely furnishes the element 
of stimulation, and this can be-effectively 
simulated by application to the living egg of 
a mild acid such astannin. Two sea urchins 
artificially produced six months ago are still 
alive and flourishing. They now are thesize 
of a large pea and are growing rapidly. De- 
lage shortly will begin experiments in the 
artificial propagation of higher forms of life. 


SLUMP IN GERMAN LABOR. 


Official Reports Show a Falling Off ip 
Work and an Increase in Com- 
plaints of Workingmen. 


BERLIN, May 23.—Official reports on the 
state of the labor market during the first 
quarter of the year 1908 tell a sad tale. Al- 
though in some trades prospects are better 
tnan in others, it is clear that the first quar- 
ter of the present year compares unfavorably 
‘vith the same period of the year 1907. 

In the building and allied trades there is 
nome slight improvement with the return 
of warmer weather, but large numbers of 
workmen have little or nothing todo. Tal- 
lors, especially those who make to measure, 
complain bitterly of the lack of work, and in 
the shoemaking trade the number of sus- 
pensions of payment is extraordinarily high. 
Barbers, bookbinders, saddlers, watchmak- 
ers also complain of slow business. 

The official report of the labor market for 
the month of March registers an improve- 
ment in electrical industries, hut again there 
is a decline in the business of steel works, 
rolling mills, chemical industries, and the 
toy industry, the two latter being affected 
chiefly by the state of the American mar- 
kets. In the textile trades many factories 
are kept going only by working up old orders, 
and in the cloth industry business is as un- 
favorable as ever.

RAIL SUIT HAS ITS EFFECT. 


Action Against New Haven Brings 
Shock to Confidence. 


[FROM THE NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL 
LEADER. 

NEW YORK. May 2 —- Within a few min- 
utes after the opening of today's short ses- 
sion of the stock market it became apparent 
that stocks were pressing for sale in such 
volume that the careful adjustment between 
the offerings and the capacity of the market 
to care for them. which had been the feature 
of the distributing movement on Wednesday 
and Thursday, was no longer to be main- 
tained. 

For local account heavy sales were made 
by brokers who often represent on the floor 
of the stock exchange the interests so jong 
im contro] of the market, and the selling by 
these brokers was 80 openly conducted as 
to arouse a suspicion it was done for effect, 
and that the real attempt was to depress 
Prices to “shake out an undesirable fol- 
lowing.

Suit Shock to Confidence.

Fxpect to Broaden Market for Loca 
Securitiese—Bank Figures. 


Chicago banke and commission houses have 
united in an effort to create a better and 
broader market for securities listed on the 
Chicago stock exchange or otherwise dealt 
in here. In doing this they believe they can 
facilitate the distribution of good stoc 
among investors, and also assist the 
financial community. The banks have joined 
as heartily in this movement asthe brokers, 
for once a good market is created the banks 
will be more willing to lend on local securi- 
ties, and in consequence holders of them will 
not find them simply fixed investmenta, but 
such investments as may either be turned 
readily into cash or used as collateral for 
the raising of funds. 

The most active members of the exchange, 
together with the officers of twenty-six 
banks, have addressed individual petitions 
to a number of corporations whose securities 
are dealt in here, but which maintain no 
tranefer offices. It is the object of the banks 
and the exchange to have transfer offices 
established in Chicago and by this means 
facilitate trading in the different securities. 
It is belleved that gradually there can be 
built up a proper market for certain stocks 
and bonds which are now more or less neg- 
lected by the commission houses. 

_ Banks Take Active Interest. 


The fact that the banks are taking an active 
interest in the matter serves to reassure the 
corporations that have been asked for trans- 
fer offices that it is a matter probably worth 
while for consideration. It hb a guarantee 
that the movement is essentially a good one 
and for the best interests of all. 

Some of the presidents of the banks, among 
them John J. Mitchell, president. of the Ul- 
nois Trust; EB. A. Potter, president of the 
American Trust, and F. H. Rawson, presi- 
dent of the Union Trust, have writtem per- 
sonal letters to corporations in which they 
are concerned. 

Text of the Petition. 


The petitions to the sev corporations 
were mailed yesterday, and the following isa 


py: 

“The undersigned committee has been ap- 
pointed by the governing committee of the 
Chicago stock exchange for the purpose of 
urging your company to open e transfer 
office in Chicago and to list your securities 
upon the Chicago stock exchange. 

The saving of the transfer tax imposed 
by the state of New York is an item of con- 
siderable importance to the stockholders. 

“Your securities, being held largely in 
Chicago and in the west, and being well 
known here, makes thie a specially attractive 
market for them. The long delay in trans- 
ferring stocks traded in on this market which 
have their transfer offices in New York 
works to a great disadvantage to your cor- 
poration, because brokers hesitate about 
recommending to their customers the pur- 
chase of stocks for investment which cannot 
be easily and readily traneferred.

It ie the desire of the committee tocreate 
a good, broad market here for securities such 
as yours, and they ask your earnest co- 
operation.

Six Trotters om List.

The unexpected death of the stallion Todd. 
which occurred a week ago today on a New 
Jersey stock farm, means the loss to the 
breeding interest of the most remarkable sire 
of trotting speed in the world, age considered. 

Todd was the product of early speed, he 
possessed early spced, and he sired early 
Speed. That. in brief. is history. He was 
foaled in 1899. and sired by Bingen, which 
trotied a trial in 2:12% as a 2 year old, and 


— 


subsequently raced to a mark of 2:06%. The 
dam of Todd was Fanella. 2:13%, by Arion, 
which holds the 2 year old trotting record by 
a mile in 2:10% to high wheel sulky at that 
age. 

Daughter of Director. 


The second dam of Todd was a record 
daughter of Director, a colt trotter, and, his 
third dam was a sister to the pacer, Arrow, 
2:18%, brought from California years ago by 
Orrin Hickox and raced on the grand circuit. 
But although Todd had parents of distinc- 
tion in more way than one (the sire of the 
dam of Todd was sold for $125,000, and his 
service fee at the time the second dam of 
Todd was bred to him was $2,500), his be- 
ginning was most obscure. Business depres- 
sion had put the harness horse sport at a low 
ebb in 1900. and when the dam of Todd, with 
the now famous stallion running by her side, 
was offered at auction there was not much 
competition for the pair. It was added by the 
auctioneer that the mare was in foal to Peter 
the Great, a Futurity winner, but at that 
time Peter the Great was untried as 4a sire, 
and as the family from which he came, the 
Pilot Mediums, was not in high favor the 
announcement fell flat. The colt himself, al- 
though a lusty fellow, was not prepossessing 
as to looks. Finally the mare and her two 
foals, one unborn, were knocked down for 
about $800 to a Maine man with an eye for 
valuable horsefiesh. 

And then the luckwhanged. In due time the 
mare foaled a filly, a year younger than 
Todd, that was a trotter from the day of its 
birth. In the meantime Todd had been 
broken to harness and he could trot a streak. 
He obtained local fame as a yearling, and 
the next season, in the hands of Jimmy Car- 
penter, a New England trainer, was the 
sensation of the eastern tracks by his won- 
derful speed and good gait. At the Boston 
trotting meeting Todd was brought out and 
driven a mile in 2:21, the last half being done 
in 1:06%. This was wonderful work in 1901, 
and while horsemen. watched the youngster 
step it off like an old campaigner they dis- 
cussed the gossip that the colt’s yearling 
half sister, the Peter the Great filly. was an 
even greater phenomenon than Todd/ 


Story Proves Trué. 


This story, at first scouted, proved true, 
and more than true. The filly, called Sadie 


Mac, could trot a4 quarter in :85 as a yearling, 


and as a 2 year old she was a veritable fiying 
machine. There is no need to rehearse her 
history at length. She won the Kentucky 
futurity as a d year old in a common jog 
from a good field, and closed that season 
with a record of 2:11%, made over a slow 
track. She did not stop there. Sold as a 2 
year old for $s4000, she changed hands just 
before the Futurity at $20,000, trotted to a 
record of 2:06% at 5 years of age, and fell 
dead during a race over the Hartford track. 
In the meantime Todd was in eclipse. A 
weak leg prevented his being trained for a 
fast record in spite of the speed he had 
shown, and he was sent to Kentucky after 
making a season or two in Massachusetts. 
After the injured member had been partly 
mended he was trained lightly one year after 
his stud season and given a mark of 2:14, 
Then came talk that his colts could trot well. 
In 1905, when Todd was 6 years old, the first 
of his Kentucky foals appeared. It was a 
slim black colt called Kentucky Todd, and it 
could step better than a 2:20 clip as a yearling. 
Miss Wilkes of Galt, Canada, a rich woman 
with a fancy for trotters, bought Kentucky 
Todd for $6,000. The following fall he» won 
the 2 year old division of the Kentucky fu- 
turity in 2:14%, and as a8 year old by Todd, a 
cok called Cochato, got while the horse was 
in New England, had won some stakes that 
season and taken a mark of 2:11%, The Todd 
family was in the center of the stage. 


Todds in Form Last Year. 


Last year the Todds were the colt trotters 
par excellence. Kentucky Todd still was the 
trump card of the family. He reduced the 
record for 8 year old trotting colts to 2:10. 
and then to 2:08%, which mark equaled the 
world’s championship record for 3 year old 
trotters of both sexes, made a dozen years 
or more before by Fantaey. Another great 
8 year old trotter by Todd was the gray 
horse Dougiass. He won the first stake in 
which he took part in 2:18. and looked to 
be a 2:10 horse right there. In Kentucky 
there was a3 year old Todd colt called Henry 
Setzer that was known to be up to a mile 
below 2:15. so that with a champion like 
Kentucky Todd to head the list and Doug- 
lass and Henry Setzer to take their share 
of the honors, the Todd family was easily 
in the lead. Four others, 2 and 2 year olds. 
made records better than 2:30. 

Then Todd was sold at auction. In the midst 
of a panic last November he brought $30,000. 
falling to the bid of a New York City man 


who established the stallionona New Jersey . 


stock farm of the de luxe order—a farm that 
has a free tallyho coach running to and from 
the railway station for the benefit of visitors 
to the estate. William Bradley bought Todd 
because he loved a good horse, and he was 
prepared to do the stailion honor. The breed- 
ing interest has suffered a severe loss in the 
death of Todd, a loss which cannot be ex- 
pressed in dollars and cents.

LOYAL 70 ENTRY OF THE KING 


Sentiment Keeps“ Perrier Near 
Top of Betting List in Derby. 


RULER IS TRUE SPORTSMAN. 


Vanderbilt’s Seasick II. and Belmonts 
Norman III. Have Chance. 


[PORBIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 12.—If the ardent wishes 
of millions of his loyal subjects could have 
any influence on the result, King Edward's 
Perrier would win the coming Derby in a 
canter. And, though sentiment has never yet 
added a stride to the performance of a race- 
horse, Perrier is strong in the betting and 


will probably go to the starting port near the 7 


top of the odds. 

Yet there is absolutely no reason known to 
the hard headed fraternity of “regulars ”’ 
why the king's horse should be fancied above 
several others in the race. On past perform- 
ances he certainly does not justify the bet- 
ting. Although some of the extreme writers 
in the English press have fallen over them- 
selves to hall Perrier as another Persimmon, 
the fact remains that he is nothing of the 
sort. He is a fine, useful colt, nice dispo- 
sitioned and a genuine galloper. In the lat- 
ter respect he does resemble the famous 
horse of 1896, but otherwise there is no com- 
parison between the two. 


King Keeps Sport Alive. 


The genuine regard in which the king is 
held by all who follow the horses over here 
either for sport or forthe almighty dollar has 
set at naught all the figures of the dope 
sheet. It is not strange that the English 
race followers should love King Edward and 
allow their hearts to run away with their 
judgment over his horse. To say that his 
majesty is a pillar of the turf is putting 
it mildly. He is the pillar. It is possible that 
were not Edward VII. so strong a supporter 
of the sport of kings, its enemies would suc- 
cessfully encompass its destructign, as they 
are threatening to do in the United States. 

The king has supported racing not only 
with his heart but with his pocket. Hiscon- 
nection with the turf has cost him a pretty 
penny, and had he been a “ quitter’ his in- 
terest in it would have long since disappeared. 
Time and time agai the slimness of the 
royal purse and the heavy cost of maintain- 
ing his racing stud during lean years have 
led to rumors that he intended abandoning 
racing, but I don’t think the idea ever en- 
tered the king's head. It is the easiest thing 
in the world to be a grand sportsman when 
successes come thick and fast to your en- 
tries, but it is quite another matter when it 
is “all going out and nothing coming in.“ 


First Entry Since Coronation. 

Of course the king has had fat years. This 
is his first Derby entry since he aseended the 
throne, but as prince of Wales he had two 
years that will go down into turf history. His 
first was 1896, when his horse, Persimmon, 
won the Derby. Since the turf was instituted 
m England I don't believe there was ever 

nother scene to rival in enthusiasm that 

hen the prince led his famous horse to the 
paddock after the close and intensely exciting 
finish. Persimmon had been beaten in a pre- 
vious race by Leopold de Rothschild's St. 
Frusquin, which ruled favorite in the betting 
for the Derby. But to the delight of the 
crowd the purple and gold of the royal owner 
3 home first in a grand finish by a short 
neck. 

Of the horses of American owners in the 
Derby only one has attracted any real at- 
tention. W. K. Vanderbilt's Seasick II., be- 
cauke of his performances in France, is fa- 
vored by some, but those best competent to 
judge with whom I have talked consider that 
he has only an outside chance. His sire is a 
stoutly bred horse named Elf and his dam is 
Sae Saf. 
which has not been prominent in racing wins 
for the last few yéars. 


Hope for Vanderbilt Followers. 


Although Seasick II. did nothing to speak 
of as a, 2 year old, he attracted a whole lot 
of attention on April 3 last by winning the 
Prix Lagrange of $8,000, beating with great 
ease at level weights Monitor. which was sup- 
posed to be the best of the French 8 year olds. 
Immediately afterwards he was quoted at 8 
to 1 In the betting on the Derby, whereas a 
month previous as high as 83 to 1 had been 
laid against him. On April 10 he was beaten 
in a weight-for-age race by a horse named 
Binlou, and since then his chances of winning 
the Derby have not appealed so strongly to 
the betting public. Asa matter of fact I was 
told in Paris that the American millionaire 
owner had a better horse tn his stable in 
Schuyler, but that there Is some doubt in his 
mind as to whether that horse has retained 
hie last year's form. A good line on Seasick’s 
chances will, of course, be afforded a few 
days before the big English race. Mr. Van- 
éerbilt’s candidate is entered for the French 
Derby, which is run on the Sunday preceding 
the Wednesday of our own. His ultimate 
position in the betting will depend upon his 
performance then. 


Belmont Has an Entry. 
Another Derby entry that should not be 
overlooked on account of its victory in the 


Two Thousand Guineas, if for no other rea- 


son, is the horse Norman III., nominated by 
August Belmont of New York. While the 
mass of the racing public is through senti- 
ment chiefly interested in the entry of King 
Edward there are a great number who be- 
lieve that the American horse has just as 
good a chance to win the blue ribbon event 
as has thé entry of the sovereign. Norman 
III. is a son of Octagon, and was bred at 
the Nursery stud of Mr. Belmont in Ken- 
tucky. The anima! is of unquestioned class, 
demonstrated not alone in the winning of the 
Two Thousand Guineas. 

The other American entries still left in the 
race are five in number. They are a colt by 
Plaudit-Imp and one by Plaudit-Unsightly, 
both belonging to James Madden; and acolt 
by Hamburg-Hurley Burley. A filly by Ham- 
burg-Daisy F., and a colt by Sandringham- 
Vespers, all belonging to Harry Payne Whit- 
ney. They are still in the United States and 
nothing is known of them on this side of the 
water.

Reliability Run of Chicago Club 
Is the Next Big Event. 


DEALEPS EAGER TO GET IN. 
already Making Entries, Although 
’ Conditions Are Not Named. 


One month ahead looms the most important 
event on the local automobile calendar, the 
1,200 mile reliability run of the Chicago Mo- 
tor club, in which the contesting cars are to 
be asked to do a triple centufy a day for 
four consecutive days, something never 
called for in any previous stunts ot the 
sort. “ 

The contest committee of the Motor club 
was so busy arranging for the hill climb at 
Algonquin that it was unable to tackle the 
big proposition until last week, but it is the 
intention of Chairman Root and his *col- 
leagues to lose no time now. The technical 
board has drafted the rules and there has 
been one distussion of them already, but the 
regulations are not in shape new for publica- 
tion. It is expected they will be issued some 
time this week, along with the entry blanks. 

Eagerness on the part of the trade to get in 
is shown by the fact that already there are 
three actual entries in, although none of the 
entrants knows what he Is going against. The 
Haynes, National, and Studebaker have 
made official declarations and are preparing 
cars for the test. .The Pierce Arrow has 
given it out positively that there will be two 
six cylinders of that make in, while the Wal- 
den Shaw company announces it has received 
information from the factory that there will 
be at léast one Premier in, and maybe two. 
The Thomas Detroit, which is making a most 
extensive campaign, has a car booked for 
the Chicago run, while the White steamer 
people say that in all probability they will be 
represented. Two Molines have been prom- 
ised. and the Maxwell! is down for a start. 


Good Field Assured. 

This makes thirteen or fourteen cars that 
ean be counted on for certainties—enough 
to make a rattling good contest, even if no 
more come in. There were only thirty-five 
in the 600 mile test last fall, so it is antici- 
‘pated that thie record wil! be easily beaten in 
the triple century run. 

Much regret is expressed that it was im- 
possible to finieh the hill climb at Algonquin, 
which has the unique record of having been 
postponed four times and then sidetracked 
because of the weather until Aug. 14. The 
(Motor club officials tried hard to carry ont 
their program, but the only time the weather 
was good enough was on the days between 
postponements. Finally, when the August 
date was set, the weather cleared, and it 
would have been possible to have held a 
dozen hill climbs since. 

The taste of climbing given last Monday 
only whetted the appetite of the motor fans, 
for it was demonstrated clearly that all 
records would have been shattered had the 
full card been run off. The star feature of 
Monday was the effort of G. F. r in 
the Stearns six. Sulzberger is o of the 
crack amateurs of the city, and also was in 
the free for all. As he intended atripping 
his car for the latter he was allowed to make 
his amateur climb ahead of time, which re- 
suited in a mark of :25%, a second better 
than last year’s mark, although the course 
is a few feet shorter. ° 


Marks Will Not Stand. 


Since the climb there has been consider- 
able talk of the showing made by the Mo- 
line, which distinguished itself by making 
the fastest time in classes B and C, al- 
though in the latter only three cars went 
up. the Hayes. Wayne, and Moline. Be- 
cause of the postponement, however, none 
of these marks wil! stand, the contest com- 
mittee having decided to start all over in 
August. The original entry list will stand 
and no néw names will be added, although 
it will be permissible to change classes and 
cars if the offginal entrant so desires. 

The Chicago Automobile club has been busy 
with show matters of late and also has taken 
advantage of the opportunity to establish 
reciprocal relations with a couple of golf 
clubs, whereby members.of the Automobile 
club will Have the privileges of the golf 
club’s houses and cafés.

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The jolly Jovians are said to be realities 
and not myths. Not only are there said to 
be inhabitants on Jupiter 
Wonderful but also on some of his 
Inhabitants ™oons, iu the midst of which 
of Jupiter. the vast planet, 1,300 times 
the size of the earth, spins 
at such tremendous speed that it causes 
around the equator a furious wind that blows 
perpetually at a rate of about 250 miles an 
hour.

They have at- 
mospheres like ours on earth, and a moon- 
light on Jupiter is indeed a glorious sight, 
for these moons have a variety of color; two 
are blue, one is yellow, and one red. Jupiter 
needs all her moons at night for fllumina- 
tion, for without them her five hours of 
darkness would be black indeed. So distant 
is the sun thet broad daylight is hardly 
brighter than t~‘light on earth, and one 
Jone moon wou’. not reflect enough of the 
gun’s rays to guide the Jovian footsteps.

The bait ie attached inside the 
lower jaw, close to the tongue, and is a well 
developed filament of fiesh, white and dis- 
tinct from the yellowish mouth part, and, 
closely resembling a large grub. While 
waiting, the turtle keeps this grub in mo- 
tion, giving it the aspect of crawling about 
in a small circular course. Its mud colored 
shell, often studded with a growth of fine 
waving moss, looks like a great nound stone, 
and close to it is a second smaller stone, the 


‘head. Close to this smaller stone crawls 


the plump white grub. A fish sees it and 
makes a natural mistake, only to be seized 
by a sudden snap of the powerful jaws. The 
jaws are remarkably powerful; the common 
snapper, which attains to only a third of the 
size of his larger relative, will bite a finger 
clean off, and the alligator snapper could 
bite through a wrist or foot. 


Eugene Frikart is the newest hero ofelec- 
tric telephotography, and he has taken out a 
patent for transmitting with- 
Developim’nt out any metalic connection 
of Electric between the sending and re- 
celving ‘stations both pic- 
Photography tures and writing for dis- 
tances beyond 600 miles. He can transmit 
in five minutes from Bern to Berlin a: fac- 
Mmile of a piece of manuscript without using 
any conductor, on thesame principle as wire- 
less telegraphy. The transmission can take 
place at any time of day, no optical appar- 
atus being neceseary. Further, only the in- 
strument for which the picture is intended 
can receive it. To vessels that are several 
days from land photographs can be sent; 
from airships transmission of photographs 
can be made in any direction to any distance. 
The receiving apparatus makes the picture 
directly without any chemical process on 
the paper, and produces either one or more 
copies at once. The picture is divided by 
the apparatus into several points of equal 
sise, grouped together more or less thickly, 
according as the place in question is dark 
or ight. Each of these points is transmitted 
by a roller, such as one finds in a phono- 
graph, by means of a spark discharge - to the 
receiving apparatus, and there by means ofa 
tracing point it is visibly and permanently 
fixed on a similar cylinder,.

They are subjects which 
concern employer and employé as intimately 
as the adjustment of a wage scale. In fact, 
the wage scale is not a little influenced by 
this ever impending possibility among the 
world’s workers. : 

Some recent figures from the bureau of 
commerce and labor indicate how largely 
man’s chance of life enters into the material 
progress of the country. In the year 1006 the 
United States experienced a wave of acci- 
dental deaths in the registration areas of the 
country such as never before was experi- 
eneed. In that year 121 in every 100,000 of the 
total population of both sexes and all ages 
died from accidental! deaths. 

Figures from which these accidental deaths 
aré taken are reported from fifteen registra- 
tion states and more than a hundred registra- 
tion cities. In this registration area live more 
than 40,000,000 of the total estimated popula- 
tion of 83,940,000 of the United States. Out 
of the total of 40,000,000 people in this area in 
that year 49,507 died deaths of violence in one 
form or another. Suicfde and homicide enter 
into this total, but broadly in the light of in- 
dustrf—il economy these are accidental 
deaths because physically unnatural. 

But how comparatively insignificant thie 
total is in comparison with deaths from natu- 
ral causes is shown in the figures which mark 
the ravages of disease and the incidental 
unknown causes from which men died:

Larger Proportion of Men Lilled. 


To get some bearing as to the relation of 
these deaths to the industrial and commer- 


clal lite of the country, a study of some of 
these figures in detail is necessary. Per- 


baps one of the most interesting of possibili- 


ties at a first glance is that which seems to 
mark the male worker for death out of pro- 
portion to the female. Of these 658,105 per- 


sons dying from all causes, 358,286 were males 


and only 200,819 were females. 

For these totals, however, there are no dis- 
tinguishing causes in detail. They are all 
causes” deaths and the victims are of all 
ages from infancy to the centenarian mark. 
However, the figures show that of the 658.- 
105 deaths from all causes at all ages; 186,978 
of both sexes died under 5 years of age and 
212,739 before reaching the age of 15, when 
they might have been of industrial worth. 

Between the ages of 20 and @ years, when 
most may be expected of the individual in 
productive worth, the death roll is 237,789, 
or nearly one-third of the total deaths from 
all causes. Between these ages there is no 
distinguishing figures as to the.sex of the 
dead, but when nearly 50,000 died from vio- 
lence, it may be anticipated that the pro- 
portion of men to women dead in this period 
is much greater than in the whole returns. 

Ratiroads continue to lead as the one 
greatest cause for death by violence and the 
7,000 deaths due to them are almost 2,0% 
greater than in 1905, though in that year 
the deaths from street railways were in- 
cluded in the 1906 totals.

Nearly Six Thousand Suicides. 

So far as violence i# concerned, however, 
it is a striking fact that in the suicide calen- 
dar is evidence that man has reason to be 
more afraid of himself than of external con- 
ditions which menace.

Death by Murder Not Frequent. 

Homicide, of which so much has been 
made by the sociologist in this country, has 
almost three times its totals written in the 
liste of the suicides for the year 1908. 
The 5,488 victims to suicidal impulses are 
of quite as much sociological significance as 
are the homicides. Only the deaths from 


accidents on the railroads exceed the vic-~ San José 


tims of suicide in numbers in any one clas- 
sification. In five years the accidents in 
mines and quarries would not contribute as 
many @eathe and strictly machine accidents 
would not find as many in ten years. 

Almost 15 persons in the 100,000 of popu- 
Jation for the registration area of the coun- 
try killed themselves in 1006, showing in 
this average of 14.8 a considerable increage 
over the average of the previous four years. 
In the registration cities considered separate- 
ly from the rural communities of the states 
thie average for all the cities was 16.4 sul- 
cides in the 100,000 population. 

Of the registration states California leads 
all others in the propertion of suicides with

Ingenious Tricks of the Decorators in Show Windows. 
By Samuel C. Robertson. 


HICAGO’S shopping center downtown 
experiences stronger rivalry in the 
decorations of its show windows than 
is felt in any other city in the world. 
Which means that as a center of art 

in shop window displays, Chicago takes sec- 
ond place to no other capital on the globe. 

New York may have more miles of dec- 
orated fronts to its ret&il stores, but because 
of the congested retail district of Chicago and 
the proximity of one great retail house to all 
the others, the element of competition is 
strainedgo the utmost. Long ago the pro- 
gtessive retailer discovered that he might 
expect a cash return on the money invested 
in window dressing provided the work ap- 
pealed to the people. In this way window 
decorations have become a factor in trade 
competitions and because of this fact the 
Chicago show windows are second to none.

, An Educational Feature. 

State street is the center of this competition 
in window displays. Perhaps few people 
who most depend upon the window display 
of this great retail thoroughfare appreciate 
what a tremendous educational feature this 
window dressing is to the community. For 
there is a liberal education possible from 
intelligent observation in the show windows 
e Chicago's downtown. Virtually every- 
ing that may appeal to the needs of man 
is on display behind polished plate glass 
and is to be seen for the looking. Not 
ently are there material objects shown im their 
material purpose but in modern window dec- 
orations there is a subtle artistry and tech- 
nique in the work of the decorator which in 
itself is educative. 

The mere “ window trimmer” ‘long ago 
parsed out of State street competition. To- 
day the man who essays to present a line of 
goods for inspection behind a wall of plate 
- glass must be a decorator. He must have 
had schocling in art effects and be able to 
paint a picture of material objects. 

“The window trimmer may be Mkened to 
the man who plays the piano by ear,“ ald 


a State street master of window display. 
He picks out a tune without having the 
first idea of harmony and counterpoint. The 
window decorator is the skilled musician 
playing classical music from the score.” 

In the beginning the window display of the 
retail house was commercial. The space 
behind the plate glass was designed to show 
the passerby some of the attractive things 
which the store had for sale on the inside.

Having learned through years of experi- 
ence that good character in a prospective 
customer furnishes a far better insurance 
against loss than do tangible assets, the 
manager set about collecting and catalog- 
ing items of information pertaining to the 
business, character, and doings of every 

’ merchant of musical instruments in the 
country. Asa short and sure means towards 
this end a man was placed in charge of a 
clipping bureau, with several assistants. 

The office of this bureau was to scan all 
musical and trade papers of every city and 
town of any note throughout the country 
and cut out every item of information relat- 
ing to musical dealers and file these items 
under the name of ths: dealer to which each 
referred. 

In order properly to catalogue their classi- 

. fied information concerning their present 
and prospective customers, the firm makes 

use of a filing cabinet, which contains en- 
velopes filled with data relative to the man 
Whose name is written on the back. 

If a customer or any music dealer is men- 

toned in his home paper as having been 
seen in a state of intoxication, in a fight, 

or in questionable company, or in any act 
of association smacking of notoriety, the fact 
is led in that man's envelope. Under this 

_ heading also is recorded every published or 

rumored piece of information of an unpleas-

Our French scholar gives us, however, 
some valuable, if scattered, data on the 
subject.

Then, too, in the middle ages the vei) was 
curiously worn in mentonnierres. in gor- 
gieres, and guimps, frem which it developed 
into steeple headdressea.

But it is a saving in cash at all events, and 
the time spent in traveling back and forth 
to the man’s place is not considered by the 
economical woman, who, on the other hand, 
would never even consider wearing hosiery 
that cost less than a dollar and a half a 
pair. A man will wear 85 cent socks, but he 
will go to the best tailor he can find near to 
his.home or his place of business. 

A feminine extravagance which poses as a 
thrift is the tailored ahirt that so many 
business women affect as an almost constant 
uniform. Yet these “shirts” can be worn 
only one or two days at the most, when they 
have to be sent to the laundry, where a 
quarter of a dollar apiece is charged for 
doing them up. 

Besides the shirt itself there is the nec- 
essary neckwear, which in these days of 
handsome jabots, butterfly bows, and hand 
embroidered collars makes decided inroads 
in the average allowance. Most of these 
neck fixings are so sheer that a f, trips 
to the laundry take away their freshness. 
So the woman who sticks to shirts as an 
economy could dress in silk all the year 
round for less money.

Baby Culture a Modern Science. 


Care, thought, and hygienic 8 
are the principles that govern the rearing of 
ag modern infant. A great deal of time can 

be given to the training of infants, because 
families are limited to two and three, while 
some years ago households of less than six 
ten, or even a dozen children were considered 
insignificant. 

A baby’s outfit is giveh as much attention 
as a young girl’s wedding trousseau. The 
idea that an infant can manage with a few 
dresses,. coats, and bonnets is ridiculous, 


There must be dogens of everything, from . 


socks to dresses. Everything must be hand- 
made and no laces are too fine. Along with 
the lang clothes come the short clothes, as 
babies are only kept in long clothes for three 
or four months. . 

The baby’s weight is still more important. 
It is an exploded notion that an infant must 
be heavy to be strong. From five to seven 
pounds is thought good weight for a new 
born infant. More weight is not considered 
advantageous, while a baby weighing two 
or three pounds has a splendid fighting 
chance to become a strong man or woman. 


Nothing is left to chance and baby’s weicht 


is recorded every week. It should increase 
from four to eight ounces weekly for six 
months, after this from two to four ounces 
@ week. 


Babies used to be given the bottle wen- 
ever they cried Now a child is given a 
fixed quantity of food each day and no more, 
however much it cries before meal time. 
The quantity of food is given according te 
the weight and is ascertained by mathe 
matical formula. 

Plenty of fresh air for the infant is the 
word of warning given to the modern moth- 
er. The nursery must be a large room with 
plenty of fresh air and sunshine.

Babies, however small, are trained to go to 
sleep in the dark. Turning the light low 
instead of out so that the child will not be 
afraid to go to sleep alone for fear of ghosts 
and hobgoblins belongs to the past. 

The low wooden cradles in which mothers 
used to réck- and sing their infants asleep 
are as scarce as their lullabies. Babies now 
sleep in basenettes for a few monthe and are 
then put into brass or iron bede without any 
hangings. The bed should havea well woven 
wire mattress covered with a blanket. Hair 
pillows are preferred to those made us = 
because they arefirmer. The idea ot bading 
up the bed with comforters is as foolisn s« 
it is injurious. Down comforters may take 
the place of blankets, for these are lighter. 
Six o'clock is a child’s bed time until he 10 
4, and it is expected to ga to sleep like a 
grown up. A modern mother does not take 
up the baby and walk the floor when it cries. 

The modern bahy is with cold 
water as much as fresh air, Though the 
temperature for the young infant is 98 de- 
grees, the temperature is lowered so dual- 
ly that the baby usually can stand a cold 
bath by the time it ls a half year old. 

Mothers are told to commence the physical, 
mental, and moral education when an infant 
is a few months old. The child is put on the 
bed three or four during the day and 

aliowed to exercise its legs. Besides the 
nurse practices a few simple movements of 
raising and jowering thearms and legs. 

Modern pedagogy teaches parents to rea- 
son with an infant as soon as it hae any 
understanding. Punishment is only to be 
used when absolutely necessary. To deprive 

a little child of a meal or to give it a spank- 
ing is considered unwise and cruel. It is 
better to deprive it of a toy or some simple

Hence it has been suggested’ 
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which controlled their lives were too rigid and too 
mighty to give much chance of versatility or choice of 
action.

In ancient times, as now, it was the shallow seas 
which abounded with animal life. Those creatures that 
were near a sloping shore were liable to be left high 
and dry twice in the twenty-four hours at low tide. 

Long ago, Sir George Darwin shows, the moon was 
much nearer the earth than it is now, and its attrac- 
tioh was much stronger. Hence vast areas were alter- 
nately flooded and dry, and myriads of creatures which 
originally extracted a little air from the water by 
means of gilis, found themselves obliged to take their 
air undiluted or, die for want of it. Those who tri- 
umphed in the ordeal were on the way to genus homo. 

It becomes clear that unless some earthlike planet 
possessed vast shallow oceans, and a moon closely re- 
sembling our own, upward progress at this critical 
epoch would depend on entirely different circumstances. 
And the results would have to be wholly different. As 
Darwin pointed out, man still retains in his physical 
framewortk, and in the functions of his body, traces 
not only of gills for obtaining air from water, but also 
of the regular periodic recurrence of lunar influence.

Earth Animals Learn Better. Breathing. 

The next set of crossroads is a maze wherein the 
devious but ever upward way is hard to trace. Huge 
populations of cold blooded amphibia and reptiles 
swarm over the land. Somehow from among these 
there developed certain sete of creatures with a greatly 
improved breathing apparatus and a more rapid circula- 
tion. These creatures eventually became the birds 
and the mammals. It was the birds that first took the 
right turning. Their hearts had four chambers instead 
of three or two, and their lungs had larger capacity 
for getting oxygen from the air. So their tissues were 
supplied with blood, in which the carbonic acid had 
been eliminated much better than under the old system 
of circulation. 

Owing to the more rapid and complete oxidizing of 
the waste products in their bodies, their blood became 
warmer. This was an enormous upward ster. These 
beings were no longer dependent, like their rivals, on 
external heat. Their hot, red blood “made sitimmer 
in their veins.” 

This gave them a stupendous advantage over other 
animals. Even the baby mammals, feeble and not much

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bigger than radu Scape the swarms of enormous 
reptiles because of their warm blood full of oxygen. 
Although wanting in brute force, they were capable of 
a more rapid and more sustained motion than their 
reptile foes. And they had brain cells nourished by 
fast flowing, warm wlood instead of the sluggish and 
chilly fluid which§$fed the reptilian brain. Thus they 
became quicker of perception and more fertile in 
schemes for attack and defense. They were Tom 
Thumbs, who bested their giant adversaries by quick- 
ness and cunning.

When Education First Began. 

One of the great dividing of the ways had come 
when it became the rule, and not the exception for the 
little mammals to be born alive. Since the young warm 
bloods were born in a helpless state they had to be 
suckled and cared for during long periods. Education 
came into play, a great upward step. For the first time 
in the- world's history experience gathered during the 
lifetime of one generation was put at the disposal of 
the next. , 

Hence a capacity zor brain growth and a power of 
learning on the part of the young became more and 
more important if they were to profit by the experience 
of their elders. 

The first mammals are supposed to have been opos- 
sum-like creatures, which were arboreal in their hab- 
its. Now most creatures that leave the solid ground 
and take to the trees do so to avoid their enemies. 
And, considering the swarms of various reptiles, the 
presumption is that the first weak mammals were no 
exception to the rule. At all events the trees soon 
had a big refugee population. 

Up in the trees they evolved two distinct methods 
of getting a hold. By far the greater number devel- 
oped claws and with them clung to the bark. A 
smaller number developed long digits, which can secure 
a good grip of the branches. . :

The choice between the two was vitally critical as 
regards the future. A foot merely armed with sharp 
claws: remains almost entirely a means of climbing, 
and can do little else. But when the flexible digits 
are lengthened, and are regulated by groups of strong 
and complex muscles, all the wonderful powers of the 
human hand at once become possible. 

Dr. Robinson thinks it probable that for a long 
period the hand climbers lived among the high 
branches of the trees like forest dwelling monkeys do 
today, while the clawed creatures scampered up and 
down the trunks after the fashion of squirrels, and 
were inevitably excluded from successful life in the 
trees because their claws were not as clever as fingers.

Tree Life Developed the Inielleci. 

The ascension to the trees marked a momentous 
change and opened up enormous possibilities of 
progress. In Dr. Robinson’s belief some of the most 
distinctive faculties of the human mind and especially 
the mathematical faculty are directly based on the 
brain processes developed by the daily needs of tree 
life. If any one has watched active monkeys, particu- 
larly the gibbons, doing long leaps and atm swings, 
he must have been struck by the strange power they 
show of actually calculating distance and adjusting 
their muscles to the practical solution of complex 
problems in physics, the right or wrong “answers” 
to which are matters of life or death. The nervoug 
processes involved are distinct mental efforts, no two 
movements being alike. In a scamper among the tree 
tops the muscular combinations for each leap and the 
force required must be arranged for and estimated be- 
forehand, according to the ever changing distances and 
angles of the branches. 

Here perhaps is the basis of the wondrous mathe- 
matical aptitude which has proved a dazzling mystery 
to students of mental evolution. Also, while safe from 
his foes high up in the trees, there was no need for 
our remote ancestors to develop large olfactory nerves 
in order to detect the ‘presence of dangerous neigh- 
bors. Nor did sight and hearing need to be as acute as 
for the deer or fox. 

This delinquency in the sense organs must have 
had a huge influence on mental development when man 
returned to the ground and became a hunter. Unable 
to rely on his senses for tracking game, he had to look 
to his brain. The desert bushman and the Australian 
black excel in the arts of trailing and snaring game, 
and they do so not only by keen powers of observation 
but also by elaborate reasoning faculties.

Hunger Peril in the Stone Age. 

Throughout the immeasurable stone ages man was 
continually in peril of death by hunger. Those suc- 


cessful in, exercising their reasoning faculties in the 
chase survived* In the matter of clothes, dwellings, 
and weapons the long ufe in the trees probably is re- 
sponsible for the physical helplessness which obliged 
man to resort to art In their manufacture 

When at least part of what man owes to the trees 
is considered, Dr. Robinson thinks it no longer a sur- 
prise that tree worship has become a cult among many 
different branches of the human family, And yet how 
slight a difference in conditions on the earth would 
have prevented the development of trees. It is all due 
to the avidity of the vegetable world for carbonic acid. 

For what is a tree? It is a long lived plant that has 
acquired woody fiber and grown upwards. Why does it 
grow upwards? Everybody on a plantation knows that 
the young trees at first are set close together “to draw 
them up.” It is this competition of plant with plant 
for light and for carbonic acid which makes each of 
them seek to tower above its fellow. The plant or tree 
which is able to overtop its rivals and expose the 
greatest surface of chlorophyll charged leaves to the 
air and sunlight extracts the most carbonic acid from 
the atmosphere to use in building up ite own tissues. 

Given slightly different conditions as to atmosphere, 
moisture, and soil, and this kind of vegetable competi- 
tion, with its fruitful and far-reaching influence, could 
not occur. If is not every part of the world that bears 
forest trees without human help. Vast regions like the 
steppes of Russia and the prairies of the United States 
are thickly covered with grasses and small herbage 
which get their light and carbonic acid without ever 
aspiring to be trees. Suppose the creeping grasses had 
been evolved earlier, and suppose the whole planet had 
been covered with prairie land during the critical ter- 
tilary epoch. How different the fate of genus homo.

Probably Lives on a Farm. 


This isn’t at all to be wondered at when one con- 
Siders where the residents of the United States live. 
In the census classifications the really urban person 
must live in a city having 8,000 population and more. 
The semi-urban person lives in towns having a popula- 
tion of 4,000, while the truly rural resident ranges 
down through the small villages and out to the wide, 
wide farms of the open country. 

At the present figures on the estimated population 
of about 84,000,000 for the United States we find the 
total population distributed as follows: 
Urban (cities above 8,000) 31,252,767 
9,029,328 
43,472,437 

There are only nineteen cities in the country with 
populations above 200,000 and only six cities with pop- 
ulations’ above 600,000. In a city of only 200,000 pop- 
ulation, therefore, our Average Man would be likely to 
attract attention that would be embarrassing to him 
on a swell promenade, in a first class theater. or in the 
smoking room of the best hotel. Only 22 per cent of 
the whole population lives in cities above 25,000 pop- 
ulation; only 19 per cent of the people live in cities

Worker and Head of a Familys 


These are some of the generalities from which sug- 
gestions of the Average Man are drawn. As a worker 
and head of a family his age is approximated from 
the number of men employed who are above the age 
of 21. Brought up to date these tabulations are:

He is inclined to sit in a grocery store and talk poli- 
tics, eyen in off years. He works more with his hands 
than with his head, and his palms are inclined to cal- 
lous places, much admired by the campaign speaker 
who slings rhetoric in town halls.

There he is sheltered 
from the gtorms of life, and if he misses a little of the 
sunshine he does not mind it particularly. He has an 
average good time, and that’s as much as he asks or 
feels that he is entitled to.

It has been figured by economists that if this Aver-

Popular Dances Must Be Simple. 

The dancing teachers have been trying to introduce 
new dances for years, but for some reason none of them 
ever gained any lasting popularity. A north side danc- 
ing teacher gives a plausible explanation for this. He 
says: Most of the dances which the teachers have 
tried to introduce have been altogether too difficult. The 
average dancer was unable to dance them unless a great 
deal of time was spent in practicing. A dance to become 
a popular favorite must be simple—something which 
Any fairly good dancer may learn in an evening.“ 

The steps of the barn dance may be learned in a few 
minutes and the numberless variations which the young

Dancing teachers are deluged with applications from 
otherwise good dancers who want to learn the step.

This dance is well liked by the older sets, who often find 
the barn dance a little too strenuous.“

Another teacher takes an entirely different view 
of the new dance. He claims that the public dance for 
their own amusement and not for a few experts to show 
their skill as fancy dancers, therefore he lets his pupils 
barn dance until they get a little boisterous—then he 
quiets them with a look. 

He thinks the popularity of the barn dance shows 
a tendency in the right direction—toward a revival of 
the old, graceful dances.

John Lamper, Waiter, and Lillian Cald- 
well, Waitress, Found Dead in 
Their Respective Rooms.

Lamper, a waiter, committed suicide yester- 
day by inhaling illuminating gas. There was 
no connection between their deaths. The 
woman was found dead in her room at 171 
Morgan street, and the man in his apartment 
at 47) Wabash avenue. Despondency re- 
sulting from illness was the cause of both 
suicides, 
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It would be difficult + to conceive ot a greater 
contrast than the market developments of 
last week and those ef the previous week. 
Last week practically wae devoid of transac- 
tions of even ordinary importance, while 
the week before showed an array of trans- 
actions which in point both of number and 
importance surpassed the showing of any 
previous week for a year er more. 

Indeed, so numerous were the week's de- 


velopments and se late in the week were 


some of them in materializing that appro- 
propriate comment in this column was im- 
possible, and this particularly was the case 
in connection with the auction sale of the 
John W. Gates residence at 2044 Michigan 
avenue, which did not take place until late 
Saturday afternoon. This sale was of much 
more than ordinary interest for several rea- 
sons, notably, because it was the first at- 
tempt to sell such a pretentious piece of 
residence property by auction, because of 
the history of the property and the immense 
amount of money which has been put into 
it by ite successive owners, over $400,000, and 
especially because of the interesting person- 
ality of Mr. Gates, and to real estate men 
particularly because of the methods em- 
ployed by this shrewd business man to en- 
deavoring to dispose of this property which 
has been unoccupied, except for the pres- 
ence of a caretaker, for about six years, or 
eince he left Chicago to take up his residence 
in New York. 


Gates Own Broker. 

Mr. Gates, ‘many other good business 
men in thelr particular line, did not seem 
to think the services of a real estate broker 
could be of any particular benefit to him in 
disposing of his property. And so, insteadof 
placing the property in the hands of some 
reputable broker, he thought he probably 
could save himself the commission, and pos- 
sibly effect a sale more readily simply by 
placing up large signe in the front yard an- 
nouncing the property was for sale by his 
Chicago representative. He fixed a price of 
$125,000 on the property, but it was under- 
stood that $100,000 would buy it, and one 
broker went to him with an offer of $90,000 
from a wealthy south side resident. Mr. 
Gates paid $95,000 for the property, and, 
while he is said to have expended about 
$100,000 on it, he was informed by the broker 
that the offer of $90,000 was a good one under 
the circumstances. 

He turned the offer down, however, assert- 
ing he would not entertain it for a moment. 
That was about five years ago, and the offer 
never has been duplicated since. Notwith- 
standing that no purchaser was found for the 
property, which, also, remained idle yeaf 
after year, Mr. Gates persistently has re- 
fused to place the property in the hands of 
any broker. 


Hawked About Streets. 


The result of it was that the property was | 


hawked about the streets by many brokers, 
curbstone and otherwise, some of whom said 
it could be bought for $50,000, others for 
$60,000, and along up to what were under- 
stood to be Mr. Gates’ figures. 

The effect of all this was greatly to cheapen 
the property and drive away what might 
have been interested customers, with the re- 
sult that all the property brought was $65,600, 
$24,500 less than he was offered for it five 
years ago, with taxes, insurance, and loss of 
interest on the money invested during the 
period. 

The whole thing is about the most eloquent 
object lesson which has been afforded in 
Chicago of the folly of an owner, and espe- 
cially a nonresident, attempting to effect an 
advantageous sale of property of this char- 
acter without placing it in the hands of a 
wideawake and representative broker. 


Good Purchase at the Figure. 

That the property is a good purchase at 
the figure which Mr. Spades gave for it for 
any one desiring it for his own use there is 
little doubt, but considerable interest is being 
manifested by brokers ae to how Mr. Spades 
is likely to come out in the transaction. 

It is a kind of property for which the de- 
mand is exceedingly limited, being restricted 
to people with large means, and these people 
do not seem to be buying or building ex- 
pensive homes in Chicago at the present 
time, with the exception of Mr. Lawson’s 
new home on the north side. 

They are building their summer homes in 
some of the attractive north shore towns, 
such as Lake Forest, Highland Park, and 
others, and establishing their winter homes 
in some of the luxurious apartment buildings 
which have come te be a new feature of 
Chicago. 


Negotiations for McDonald Fee. 

The story that negotiations practically 
have been completed for the purchase by the 
J. W. Butler company from J. B. Clow & Sons 
of the building which they occupy at the 
northwest corner of Harrison and Frank- 
lin streets, and from the M. C. McDonald 
estate of the fee of the property, is declared 
to be premature and in the main incorrect. 
It has been known in real estate circles that 
a deal has been on for several months for the 
acquirement of the McDonald fee. Fred A. 
Butler appearing as the purchaser, but the 
real character of the deal is said to be differ- 
ent from what is reported. It is said that 
until recently it has been impossible to make 
a good title to the property, and it is said 
that it. may be some time before the deal is 
closed. The price to be paid by Mr. Butler for 
the fee is understood to be $240,000, but 
whether the actual purchaser is to be Mr. 
Butler will only be determined when the deal 
is closed, and possibly not until later. 


Terms of Clow Lease. 


The property was leased by the Clows from 
McDonald in 1901 for ninety-two years at an 
annual rental of $10,000 for five years, $12,000 
for the next five years, and $14,000 for the 
remainder of the term. The Clows have an 
option to purchase prior to 1911 for $350,000. 

Owing to the sanitary diétrict taking a 
considerable part of the property, for which 
McDonald received $50,000, the rental basis 
was reduced $2,000 a year, or to $10,000 and 
$12,000, the latter for the last eighty-two 
years of the term, while the option price to 
the Clows was reduced $50,000, or to $300,000. 

The property fronts 177 feet on Franklin 
street and 101.78 feet on Harrison, with about 
150 feet on the river. The building erected 
by the Clows is an eight story structure.

The old Ed Smith roadhouse on Fifty- 
first street, near Forrestville avenue, oppo- 
site Washington park, is to be torn down to 
make room for what is believed will be one

FIRE ESCAPES IN FACTORIES. 
The loss of life and injuries resulting 
from the burning of the Wintermeyer 


box factory last Thursday have brought 
out a defect in our building ordinances 
which the council should remedy without 
delay. 


Section 675 of the city code provides 
for fire escapes in all buildings of four 
stories or more, excepting residences with 
two flights of stairs from ground to top 
floors. This general provision, or the sec- 
tions governing buildings of class I, in 
which factories are placed, should be 
amended te require fire escapes in all 
three story buildings where the construc- 
tion or contents of the building is in- 
flammable and many persons are em- 
ployed. 

The casualties of the Wintermeyer fire 
may prove to be in some degree the re- 
sult of disobedience of the provision 
against locked exits, but it is obvious that 
fire escapes should be provided where 
there aré. many employés and fire ia 
probable. A third story is too high to 
jump from, and too high to be reached 
by ordinary impromptu devices before the 
arrival ‘of the ‘fire department. Where 
the building and contents are highly u- 
flammable there is the briefest possible 
time for escape, inner exits are sure to be 
instantly filled, with smoke, heat is in- 
tense, and ‘panic Made more certain by 
the imminence of the danger. 

These conditions require special meas- 
ures, and @ proper section covering them, 
providing for entirely adequate protec- 
tion, should be passed before the example 
of the Wintermeyer tragedy is forgotten. 
That is, as soon’ as the council rules 
permit, . 3.

On the death of 
his father he will inherit the latter’s title of 
duke of Otrante, which, though a French 
dignity, is nevertheless today recognized by 
the Swedish crown, both the present duke and 
his son being Swedish officers and Swedish 
citizens,

The first duke, it is scarcely necessary to 
state, was that Fouché who acquired such 
unenviable fame as minister of police to the 
first Napoleon, and who, along with Savary, 
bears the responsibility of the altogether in- 
excusable kidnaping and execution at Vin- 
cennes of the'lll fated duc d’Enghien. Fouché 
was twice married. By his second wife. 
Gabrielle de Castellane, he had no children, 
but by his first wife, of whom it has been as- 
serted without foundation that she had at one 
time been a nun and who was renowned for 


her homeliness, he had severai children, in- 


cluding three sons, who each in turn bore the 
title of duke of Otrante. The present duke of 
Otrante is the son of the third of Fouché’s 

three sone. They, like him, found difficulty 
in being allowed to settle anywhere after the 
downfall of Napoleon; owing te the part 
which Fouché had played in connection with 
the duo d Enghien, and by reason of the fact 
that he had voted for the death of Louis XVI. 

and of Queen Marie Antoinette; also, in con- 
sequence of the terrible massacres for which 
he was responsible at Lyons during the, days 


ot the terror, he was expressly excluded from 


the amnesty which Louis XVIII. found it pru- 
dent to lesue after securing possession of the 
throne. Metternich in Austria, Emperor 
Alexander in Russia, the prince regent in 
England, all refusing to permit bim 8 
tle in their respective countries, he 

himself driven from pillar to post, ostracised 
everywhere, to all intents and purposes an 
outcast, until finally he died at Trieste, 

— 

Taught by sad experience, his sons betook 
themselves to Stockholm, where they found 
ig former Field Marshal Bernadotte, who had 
meanwhile become king of Sweden, a sov- 
ereign willing not only to permit them to 
make their home in hie dominions but also to 
take them into his service. Perhaps he did 
not forget that he himself had been on duty as 
a soldier at the foot of the scaffold when King 
Louls was executed, and that on his left arm 
was indelibly tattooed a Phrygian cap, along 
with the motto Death to Kings and Ty- 
ranta” The second, third, and fourth dukes 
of Otrante all held high office at the court of 
Stockholm, and the present duke was master 
of the horse to the late king of Sweden. Be- 
sides this san, he has likewise a daughter of 
the name of Augustine, who is married to 
Capt. Frederick Peyron of the Swedish navy 
and chamberlain to the present king: and 
queen of Sweden. Capt. Peyron is, ike his 
father-in-law, of French origin, and the 
great-grandson of a French soldier of for- 
tune who made a colossal fortune by shak- 
ing the Pagoda tree,” as the saying used to 
ba, in the service of some of the native rulers 
of India, in the days when they were still at 
war with England. On his return he married 
hie daughter into the ducal house of De la 
Rochefoucauld, and thus became allied to one 
of the oldest houses of the French aris- 
tocracy. 

— 

It may be remembered that some two or 
three months ago, when the sultan appointed 
Mustapha Rechid Bey to London as ambassa- 
dor, in the place of the late Musurus Pasha, 
the English government, after having first 
of all agreed to the nomination, at the last 
moment, and after the appointment had al- 
ready been gazetted, raised objections to him 
on the grand that he did not possess the 
social standing, the private means, or the 
necessary influence with the sultan, and with 
the sublime porte, to qualify him for the 
office, or to promote friendly relations bo- 
tween the two coufitries, 

The sultan at once canceled the 
appointment, and sent instead to London 
Rifaat Bey, whe for a number of years has 
been minister at Athens, who wae at one time 
appointed to Washington, but did not take 
up the post, and who is married to a daughter 
of the Russian Gen. Rennenkempf, in Bpite 
of his being a full fledged Moslem. But while 
the sultan has left Rifaat with the rank of a 
mere bey, he has promoted Mustapha Rechid 
from a bey to the highest rank of pasha, that 
ip to say, of a vizier, which le equivalent to 
the military rank of field marshal, and has 
at the same time appointed him ambassador 
at St. Petersburg, where he hae been ex- 
tremely well e ; 

Prince Victor phates Bingh’s bankruptcy 
has been annulled and his discharge ordered 
by the London courts, in consequence of/his 
payment of 50 cents on the dollar, in the case 
of liabilities estimated at $140,000. In this 
connection his present financial gtatus hae 
been made clear. The British ernment 
pays, as a purely voluntary allowance, not to 
him but to his wife, a daughter of the earl of 
Coventry, an annual sum of $65,000. This 
would have been still larger had it not been 
for the fact that he borrowed large sums of 
money from the government and that it has 
been necessary to provide for the amortiza- 
tion of this debt. But it has been made thor- 
oughly clear that this money is paid not to 
him but to his wife, and, secondly, that it is 
a voluntary payment by the British govern- 
ment, so that Prince Victor Dhuleep Singh 
cannot borrow any money on the strength of 
it or hypothecate it in any possible manner. 
In the event of his death, his wife is assured 
of a separate allowance of $10,000 a year by 
the English government for the remainder ot 


her days. 


> 

The prince has been as extravagant as his 
father before him, and it was shown in the 
Bankruptcy court that he had squandered 
close upon $500,000 which he had received 
through insurance policies on the death of his 
father, most of it having gone in gambling, 
betting losses, and similar extravagance. 

Prince Victor is the eldest son and heir of 
the last maharajah or king of the Punjab, 
and claims to be a grandson of Ranjit Singh, 
known in history as the lion of the Punjab. 

Th elate maharajah, whose pretensions to 
be the son of Ranjit are more than doubtful, 
was brought to England as a quite young 
man, and married en route, in Egypt, Bemba 
Muller, the daughter of a German missionary 
and of a Copt wife. That is to say, Prince 
Victor is only half Indian, although he has 
retained most of the characteristics of the 
race. His wife, Lady Anne Coventry, is the 
blond daughter of the earl of Coventry and 
sister of Lord Deerhurst, married to the 
daughter of Mrs. Charles W. Bonynge of San 
Francisco. es 

Every conceivable precaution having been 
taken to prevent Prince Victor from becom- 
ing again involved in financial tangles, it lia to 
be hoped that this will be the last of hig sey- 
eral appearances in the Bankruptcy court.

It lifts before a man visions of high 
charactér, of great passions, noble sacrifices, 
unselfish living, of better social conditions 
and a more harmonious social order. It spurs 
him on to the possession of these 

He is religious who does ahything for the 
sake of a high ideal; who takes one step for- 
ward where the light strikes the path before 
him; who tries in any way to make this world, 
his city or state, or even his home, what he 
knows ſt ought to be. He lives by faith—the 
confidence that it is worth while to seek 
the good and the true. 

No matter what his pretensions may be, 
no man is religious who does not see the 
ascending way, personal and social, and who 
is not striving along that way. No man needs 
to worry as to whether he ts religious so long 
as he is humbly, earnestly seeking the life 
of truth and goodness.

In Germany, in Austria, and in Itely of- 
fenses and shortcomings on the part of of- 
ficers that do not come within the range of 
the military regulations, or constitute suf- 
ficient ground for court martial are dealt with 
by so-called courts of honor, and since the 
president does not possess, like King Ed- 
ward, the power to dismiss an officer from 
the army by merely declaring that be has 
no further use for his services, it may be 
asked whether it would not be well to in- 
augurate courts of honor in the United States 
army and navy. 

Had Col. Stewart’s case occurred in Ger- 
many, the mere fact of his having com- 
mitted no breach of the military regulations 
of sufficient gravity to warrant 4 court 
martial would have availed him as nothing 
in the eyes of the court of honor, which would 
have weighed those idosyncrasies and thoss 
defects of character to which the president 
made aliusion in his letter addressed the 
other day to the senator from Maryland. 
The court of honor would have decided 
whether the prestige and efficiency of the 
corps of artillery were likely to be benefited 
or injuriously affected by hig retention in 
active service, and a verdict of a tribunal 
of that kind against him, coupled with a 
declaration by his comrades that he was un- 
fitted to exercise any command, or to (on- 
tinue to hold a commission in the service, 
would undoubtedly. have strengthened ‘the 
hand of the president in dealing with his 
case, and have effectually silenced all oppo- 
sition. No legislation would be required for 
the institution of these courts of honor. 
They are organized by the officets them- 
selves for their own protection, and no min- 
ister of war, no president, nor even an abso- 
lute monarch could afford to ignore the 
vote concerning a commissioned officer by a 
court composed of his associates, the sole 
object of which is to maintain at Its highest 
point the honor of the corps to which they 
belong, and of the army or of the navy, as the 
case may be. Neither tn Germany nor in 
Austria would the monarch consider himself 
at liberty to deprive a man of his commis- 
sion without he has been either tried by 
court martial or been condemned by a court 
of honor. 

These courts of honor came into existence 
in Prussia just a hundred years ago, when a 
large number of officers arrived at the con- 
clusion that it was necessary to reise the 
tone of the commissioned ranks in to 
accomplish the liberation of the fa land 
from French thralldom, the liberation being 
regarded in those days not merely as a 
patriotic but even as a sacred duty. They 
came to the conclusion that the military dis- 
asters sustained by Prussia at the hands of 
Napoleon and the consequent loss of her in- 
dependence had been largely due to the lack 
of character on the part of the commanders, 
which found a reflection in the absence of 
discipline on the part of their troops, and 
realized that the reform in this respect must 
come, not from without, but from within, 
and that it was incumbent upon themselves 
to establis# a higher sense of duty, of honor, 
and a loftier moral tone.

in London was made by Charles Frohman, 
who 3 that in order to be cordially 
received he must attempt no innovations. 
English customs, he found, were as the 
laws of the Medes and Persians, impossible 
to get around or swerve to left or right, and 
the American who hurried in determined to 
create a new order of things would butt his 
head e the hardest kind of a stone wall.

“ When : first went to London,” said Mr. 
Frohman recently, “I went there with the 
intention of employing American methods. 
After I had been there some time I came to 
the conclusion that the working rules of the 
successful English manager would have to 
be good enough for me, and I adoptea them 

ordin 

— at wae I charged nothing for programs. 
This I found met with the greatest disap- 
proval on the part of theatergoers. They 
seemed to think that I regarded them @s ob- 
jects of charity and resented my noncharg- 
ing accordingly. As soon as I discovered 
this to be the case I began charging 12 cents 
for every program, and was beamed upon 
immediately. 

„Now I charge for every possible thing in 
the theater that can be charged for. The 
people want to pay. If I could charge them 
for the air they breathe I would do it with 
pleasure. In America I do just the opposite. 
I give away everything that I can afford to 


give.” 
2 

Despite nis obtuseness where jokes are 
concerned, the Englishman loves to laugh. 
He cannot get up a laugh all by himeelf; 
therefore he must be made to laugh, and the 
one who is instrumental in affecting his risi- 
biles is the one who meets with hfs heartfelt 
favor, and the theater where this one may 
de engaged is the theater for him.

Marie Dressler, with her amplitude of per- 
gon, laugh, benevolency, and genuine good 
humor is one whom London theatergoers 
never tire of seeing. When she first went 
there years.ago her manager considered her 
success Goubtful. She was funny, but would 
the Londoners: appreciate her humor? 
Would they not sit and puzzle their brains 
as to whether she was crazy and what she 
was laughing at, and pass her up as-an in- 
comprehensible prodigy of some kind? 

Marie herself solved the problem. She 
came out on the stage and laughed; she 
laughed all over, ripples gurgled in her throat, 
her eyes were half closed. For a moment 


or two there was dead silence in the theater. 


Then w man in a box watching the wrinkles 
at the corners of her eyes gave a loud guffaw. 
That started the house. Audience and actress 
rocked together, and Marie Dressler and the 
London public have been inseparable ever 
since. 

— 


American popularity on the English stage 
has ‘been largely won through American 
frankness. «The London theatergoer— 
whigper softly—delights in being shocked. 
The English stolidity enjoys being stirred, 
and the American stage folk are the people 
who most successfully arouse them from 
their settled calm and prod their emotions 
into ectivity. The problem plays as acted 
by Americans are, therefore, a never ending 
source of delight to the English public. 

In a number of American plays which have 
been produced in England, there have been 
sports, such as football, have 
taken place. The English are a sporting peo- 
ple, and productions which pander to their 
sporting tastes always take immensely. 

A recent musical comedy in which a match 
between Atwater and Bingham colleges took 
place was the rage for this onefeature. The 
rest of the pluy was condemned on account 
of its slang, which the English cannot and 
will not understand.

Any e who humors English charities 
ww sure to become a favorite. Madge Carr 
Cock, the original Mrs. Wiggs of Mrs. 
Wiggs of the Cabbage Patch,“ was imme- 
diately erifolded in the affections of the Eng- 
lish«theatergoer when she gave a benefit 
for charwomen—“ the Mrs. Wiggses of Lon- 
don” as she called them, fondly.

Marc Nlaw won the ever Rsting admiration 
of the English critics recently. The critics 
had been devoting much time and satire 
to their criticisms of “The Marriage of 
A Ashe, which they declared had 

in its dramatigation departed from the tenor 
of the story as originally written. Mr. Klaw 
said ond day: 

It is my opinion that a dramatization 
should be accepted as such. People gotoa 
theater to see a play. They are at liberty 
to read the book at any time they see fit. 
Shakspeare's Julius Cesar was never criti- 
elsed because it departed from his story. I 
will way. however, for the critics, that their 
articles are so cleverly writen, and have 
evidently taken such an immense amount of 
thinking to write, that no person regarding 
whom they are written could take offense. 
The fact that the excellent London critics 
will take the time to criticise our American 
actresses and actors suffices for anything 
which-they may say in their criticism derog- 
atory to production or playing.“ 

Genial “soft soaping,”’ then, is another 
way in which Americans have endeared them- 
selves to English theatergoers.
